CANADA'S CUSTOMS TARIFF ACCORDING TO THE HARMONIZED SYSTEM: 
VOLUME IV, CHAPTERS 68 TO 98 


I. INTRODUCTION 


This is the fourth volume of the report of the Tariff Board under 
this Reference, which concerns the conversion of the Canadian Customs Tariff 
to the internationally accepted Harmonized Commodity Description and Coding 
System (also known as the Harmonized System or HS). In this volume the Board 


sets forth its recommendations, both as to rates of duty and nomenclature, 
respecting the final group of Chapters under review, i.e., Chapters 68 to 98. 


In framing its recommendations for the individual Chapters which constitute 
the main body of the HS Schedule, the Board has, as well, compiled and 
developed the Supplementary Annex which constitutes an integral part of 
Canada's Customs Tariff according to the Harmonized System. This volume also 
presents the Supplementary Annex as recommended, in its complete form 
including, for clarity, additional sections of the final Annex not referred to 
the Board for study. Volume IV is published in five parts: Parte 1 
(Introduction and Preface); Part 2 (Chapters 68 to 83); Part 3 (Chapters 84 
and 85); Part 4 (Chapters 86 to 98); and Part 5 (The Supplementary Annex). 


The analysis for each Chapter of the HS, and the specific chapter 
recommendations, are preceded in the introduction by a discussion of some 
general issues. For the reader's convenience much of this material is carried 
forward from the earlier reports on Phases I and II. 1 However, in the 
preparation of Volume IV of this Reference, it became necessary to deal with 
certain additional matters. For the first time, implications of recent 
changes to the existing Customs Tariff are seta tee 42) This introduction 
also contains a new Section (VI) covering two important issues, namely, a 
discussion of the HS treatment of goods or articles which are themselves parts 
of other goods/articles, and an outline of the complexities experienced by the 
Board in reviewing and revising the Supplementary Annex. 


The Board's terms of reference were contained in a letter dated 
February 10, 1984 from the then Minister of State for Finance to the then 
Chairman of the Tariff Board: 


(1) The Reports on Phase I (Chapters 1 to 24) and Phase II (Chapters 25 to 67) 
were tabled in Parliament on June 17, 1985 and February 14, 1986, respec- 
tively.

Dear Mr. MacDonald, 


I am writing to direct the Board, under section 4(2) 
of the Tariff Board Act, to study and report on the 
conversion of Canada's Customs Tariff to the Harmonized 
Commodity Description and Coding System (HS). Enclosed is 
a draft HS schedule, and related documentation, on which 
the Board can initiate its study. 


As you are aware, the HS is a structured 6-digit 
nomenclature developed by the Customs Co-operation Council 
(CCC) in Brussels. It is designed to provide for the 
systematic classification of all goods in international 
trade, particularly for customs tariff and statistical 
purposes. The HS is based on, updates and expands the 
Customs Co-operation Council Nomenclature which is the 
tariff classification system currently used by all major 
trading nations except Canada and the United States. 


The HS is supported by the General Rules for the 
Interpretation of the Harmonized System (Interpretative 
Rules) and Section and Chapter Notes, to ensure that the 
HS is interpreted uniformly by those countries using it. 
The HS is further supported by the Explanatory Notes which 
constitute the official interpretation of the HS by the 
ccc, 


In 1981 the government decided that Canada should 
work towards the adoption of the HS. A discussion paper 
was made public at that time setting out the issue 
involved; I have enclosed a copy of the paper for your 
information. Subsequently, a consensus emerged amongst 
members of the CCC that developed countries should adopt 
the new system at the 6-digit level of detail by a formal 
CCC Convention which would bind signatories to use the 
system in its entirety. Furthermore, it has been agreed 
that countries should aim for an implementation date of 
January 1, 1937. 


In June 1983, the CCC approved the “International 
Convention on the Harmonized Commodity Description and 
Coding System", Article 3 of which sets forth the obliga- 
tions of a contracting party in respect of its customs 
tariff. In preparing the draft HS schedule the under- 
takings of Article 3 were applied. I would ask that the 
Board in conducting its study be guided by the Convention. 


In carrying out this inquiry I would ask the Board to 
focus its review on the accuracy of the draft schedule's 
nomenclature and rates vis-a-vis the existing provisions 
of the Customs Tariff, bearing in mind the changes that 
have been made by departmental officials to condense and 


simplify the draft schedule. I would also ask the Board 
to focus on ways the schedule might be further improved. 


The schedule has been developed on the basis of 
Most-Favoured-Nation rates in effect on January 1, 1987. 
I would like the Board to use these rates as the basis of 
its study and I would not want the Board to propose 
changes that would have an overall significant effect on 
them. In this connection, the Board should take into 
account Canada's tariff commitments under the GATT and the 
rate adjustment principles approved by the GATT Committee 
on Tariff Concessions on June 30, 1983. 


In developing its recommendations I would expect that 
the Board would be guided both by its own investigations 
and by representations from interested parties. 


Two areas which required special treatment in 
developing the draft schedule are the so-called “end-use” 
tariff items and items covering "parts" of various 
products, particularly those items of broad coverage. ¥ 
am not asking the Board at this time to review items of 
this kind that have been introduced on a temporary basis 
by Order-in-Council. With respect to the “statutory” 
end-use and parts items, while some of these have been 
fitted into the HS schedule, it was decided that rather 
than create a large number of new tariff lines in the 
schedule, other such items should be set out in a supple- 
mentary Annex to the schedule. In the course of this 
enquiry I would ask the Board to examine whether products 
and items in the Annex could be incorporated into the 
draft schedule. In this regard, the Board should take 
account, inter alia, of the need for individual items 
under current economic circumstances, the importance in 
trade terms of imports of individual products under items 
of broad coverage, and alternate ways of providing for 
these items if their incorporation into the schedule is 
not deemed feasible at this time. 


The enclosed material comprises chapters 1-15 of the 
draft HS schedule, and related documentation, and repre- 
sents a relatively small part of the entire HS schedule. 
It was decided that in light of the time constraints 
imposed by the January 1, 1987 target for implementation 
of the HS and the volume of work involved in the conver- 
sion and review processes, it would be appropriate to 
refer the various chapters of the draft schedule to the 
Board as they are completed by departmental officials. In 
view of this, I would request that the Board during the 
course of its study submit reports as it completes its 
work on the various commodity groupings, with a final 
report to be submitted by January 1, 1986.

In the form as received, Chapters 68 through 97(1) were accom- 
panied by the international HS supporting documentation, including a) General 
Rules for the Interpretation of the Harmonized System (Interpretative Rules), 
b) Section Notes, c) Chapter Notes, and d) Explanatory Notes. Other material 
relating to the conversion process included cross-reference, or concordance, 
data relating proposed HS tariff item numbers to the present Customs Tariff 
(and vice versa), Supplementary Chapter Notes and the Supplementary Annex. 
For Chapters 68 to 98, the same concordances were used as for Phase II 
(Chapters 25 to 67). (2) However, the Supplementary Annex received for the 
Chapters covered in this volume differed greatly from the Annex used in 
conjunction with Chapters 25 to 67, although there are some similarities. 


II. THE BOARD'S MANDATE AND APPROACH 


The subject matter of this Reference is the draft Canadian Customs 
Nomenclature based on the Harmonized Commodity Description and Coding System. 
It is clear from the Minister's letter that the Board was not asked for its 
opinion as to whether or not the Harmonized System should be adopted for the 
purpose of Canadian customs classification. Rather, it was asked to focus on 
three aspects of the draft Schedule incorporating the Harmonized System. More 
specifically, the Board was directed: 


(1) to review the accuracy of the draft Schedule's nomen- 
clature and rates vis-a-vis the existing provisions 
of the Customs Tariff, bearing in mind the changes 
made to the draft Schedule by officials of the 
Department of Finance in order to condense _ and 
simplify the proposed Schedule: 


(2) to scrutinize ways in which the Schedule might be 
further improved; and 


(3) to consider whether the statutory end use and parts 
items contained in the Supplementary Annex might be 
incorporated in the draft Schedule proper. 


In developing its recommendations, it was expected that the Board 
would be guided by its own investigations as well as representations from 
interested parties. 


The Board's review of changes in existing rate provisions recog- 
nized, on the one hand, that, as stipulated by the Minister, conversion should 
take place without a significant overall effect on rates and, on the other 
hand, that the need for condensation and simplification would make some rate

changes unavoidable. The Minister asked the Board to bear in mind that the 
conversion of the Canadian tariff schedule to the more explicit draft Schedule 
would require, in some cases, striking a common balance in the existing rates 
for goods from different items now being brought under a single heading. The 
Board was also directed to consider whether or not the collective or 
individual impact of any such rate changes would be excessive. In the 
discharge of its task, the Board has taken cognizance of all the background 
documents including the Interpretative Rules, the several Notes, the 
Harmonized System, Canada's commitments under the GATT and the applicable rate 
adjustment principles. Particular attention has been given to so-called “end 
use" tariff items and the items covering “parts”, with regard to their 
possible removal from the Supplementary Annex for incorporation into the draft 
Schedule or to any possible alternatives, in the light of the trade importance 
of the items. As noted, the Supplementary Annex accompanying this report 
includes provisions encompassing all Chapters, i.e., Chapters 1 through 98. 
The Board's approach in dealing with the Annex is the subject of a subsequent 
comment in this report. 


III. BACKGROUND TO THE INQUIRY 
The Customs Tariff 


The Customs Tariff contains twenty-four sections relating to such 
matters as definitions, the determination of the applicable tariff, seasonal 
duties, surcharges and reliefs from duties. These are followed by three 
Schedules, namely: 


Schedule A - Goods Subject to Duty and Free Goods 

Schedule B - Goods Subject to Drawback for Home Consump- 
tion 

Schedule C - Prohibited Goods 


This Reference is primarily concerned with the conversion of some 3,200 tariff 
items in Schedule A to items grouped under headings of the HS. These 3,200 
items are combined for convenience into twelve Groups loosely differentiated 
on the basis of product descriptions or uses, or material content. 


During the period of implementation of tariff concessions made as a 
result of the Multilateral Trade Negotiations concluded in 1979, each item in 
Schedule A may have up to five different rates of duty, under the British 
Preferential, Most-Favoured-Nation, General, General Preferential and United 
Kingdom and Ireland columns. The last column will disappear on January 1, 
1987 when all goods from the British Isles will be subject to the MFN Tariff. 


Under the present customs classification system, a number of tariff 
provisions pose major problems of product identification and classification. 
Certain goods, whether or not enumerated specifically, may also be covered by 
end use items or by the numerous’- broadly-worded accommodations’ for 
"aterials=.- “parts, articles’, “accessories. 5 utensils . “equipment, 
“machinery”, “apparatus”, etc. Many goods not specifically described are 


im 
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covered by the numerous "n.o.p.” or "basket" items included in the schedule. 
These provisions account for a very substantial proportion of the value of 
Canadian imports. The volume of goods entering under such classifications is 
rising as technological development outpaces the legislator's ability to 
update tariff lists. A number of items, introduced many years ago into the 
Customs Tariff, relate to goods that are now no longer actively traded or 


describe products in outdated terms. 


Tariff rates are differentiated in accordance with considerations of 
trade policy or industrial strategy so as to favour or hinder the importation 
of goods of particular kinds or grades or from particular sources. Many of 
the previously mentioned twenty-four sections of the Customs Tariff are 
concerned with prescribing different rates for goods according to their 
country of origin. In addition to the columns setting forth the rates of 
duties under each Tariff, schedule A incorporates special concessionary rates 
negotiated in bilateral trade agreements with Australia, New Zealand and the 
West Indies. Superimposed on this broad structure, insofar as fruits and 
vegetables are concerned, are seasonally differentiated rates of duty which 
may be applied and withdrawn at different dates in different regions of the 
country according to the timing and duration of the domestic growing season. 
There are also distinctions written into the descriptions of goods as a means 
of extending special tariff treatment to particular users. 


There has been a large increase since the 1930's in the number of 
cases where the same product may enter under a number of different tariff 
provisions. In some instances the goods are specifically named, in others 
they are subsumed under more general commodity descriptions. Thus, in 1981, 
the Board found that diesel engines were admissible into Canada under some 48 
different tariff items, including provisions for "internal combustion 
engines", "machinery", “apparatus”, “parts”, or “materials” as well as those 
for diesel engines of various descriptions or for various uses. While a very 
common and important type of distinction for duty purposes is based on the 
degree of fabrication of a product, goods at similar stages of production can 
be distinguished from one another by fairly definitive quantitative criteria 
(e.g. length, width, diameter, capacity, alcoholic content, etc.). In view of 
the provisions for specified mixtures or combinations of materials, this can 
result in tariff items being very narrowly defined to yield particular 
subcategories of goods. 


Classification with respect to particular end uses or end users is 
also very common in the Customs Tariff. Indeed, over forty percent of the 
total number of items have an end use or end user connotation. A substantial 
number of these items are temporary tariff provisions created by Order in 
Council and renewed, as considered necessary, pursuant to Section 273(1) of 
the Customs Act, with respect to "Articles ... used as materials in Canadian 
manufactures", or under the authority of Section 12 of the Customs Tariff 
which provides for reductions in duties on chemicals and plastics. Schedule 
"B’ of “the Customs Tariff, ‘by -Sections 275eand) 276mo0f, the “Custans fAct, 
provides for the drawback of duty on some or all imported materials, and - 
more exceptionally - various types of production equipment when used in the 
manufacture of specified categories of goods. 


The principal objective of an end use provision is to provide 
preferential access to goods, otherwise dutiable at higher rates, imported for 
or by certain classes of users or for certain special purposes. For the most 
part, they are materials, parts or components for products used in manufac- 
turing operations or to produce finished items such as equipment or goods used 
in agriculture or in the exploitation and development of natural resources. 
Some of the earliest end use provisions favoured institutions or societies 
concerned with education, scientific research or health care. Goods imported 
for use by charitable or religious institutions have also been accorded 
concessionary tariff treatment. 


Many difficulties result from the differences in terminology between 


the nomenclature used in the Customs Tariff and that used in the Canadian 


International Trade Classification (CITC) to classify imports for statistical 
purposes. In addition to the difficulties posed for domestic and foreign 
users of such statistics, this causes problems for Canadian importers who are 
responsible for indicating the import commodity code and tariff item numbers 
on their customs entry documents. Experience has shown that this often 
results in errors in the application of the CITC. As already noted, many 
goods with the same physical characteristics are classifiable under a number 
of different tariff items, while the scope of certain other tariff items is so 
broad as to encompass numerous unrelated kinds of goods. Consequently, the 
current tariff nomenclature is often insufficiently definitive and precise to 
be used for statistical purposes. 


The Harmonized System 
History 


The growth in the volume and diversity of trade resulting from the 
development of national and world economies since early in the last century 
has created a standing need for a standardized international system of customs 
classification and nomenclature. The requirement is for a system that is 
all-inclusive and logical and that will be readily understood by all parti- 
cipants in international trade and which will facilitate the negotiation and 
administration of trade agreements and the provision of relevant trade 
statistics. 


Over the years, a variety and range of nomenclatures have evolved in 
national or international use for both tariff and statistical purposes. In 
the immediate past, preceding the introduction of the current Customs 
Co-operation Council Nomenclature (CCCN), there was the so-called "Geneva 
Nomenclature”, completed in 1931 under the auspices of the League of Nations 
and revised in 1937, comprising 991 headings, arranged in 86 chapters, which 
were themselves grouped into 21 sections. Although used as a basis for the 
customs classification systems of several countries, the Geneva Nomenclature 
never achieved widespread acceptance. It did serve as a basis for the 
Brussels Tariff Nomenclature (BTN), which was developed by the European 
Customs Union and, following approval by the Customs Co-operation Council in 
1950 and subsequent revision in 1955, came into effect in 1959 as the Customs 
Co-operation Council Nomenclature (CCCN). 
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The Geneva Nomenclature was also used for statistical classification 
purposes, serving as the main source of reference for the Minimum List of 
Commodities for International Trade Statistics, published by the League of 
Nations in 1938. Subsequently revised, it became the basis for the Standard 
International Trade Classification (SITC), published in 1950, and the Standard 
International Trade Classification, Revised, issued ten years later. Thus, a 
direct relationship was established and still exists between the BIN, renamed 
the Customs Co-operation Council Nomenclature (CCCN), and the SITC, Revised. 
Accordingly, for those countries adopting the BIN, it has been a comparatively 
simple matter to convert Customs data to the statistical categories of the 
SITC, thereby facilitating trade-by-commodity comparisons at the international 
level. 


The CCCN and the SITC, Revised, have not remained unchanged. Amend- 
ments were made to the CCCN in 1965 and in 1972 and, consequent upon these, 
the SITC was further modified, giving rise to the Standard International Trade 
Classification, Revised 2. These changes were made in response to a growing 
awareness of the need for an even greater rationalization and harmonization of 
trade documentation data, in particular, those pertaining to the designation 
and coding of countries, units of quantity, modes of transport, transport 
handling requirements and, not least, commodities. Exploratory studies and 
preparatory work initiated by the Customs Co-operation Council in 1970 
resulted, three years later, in the conclusion that the development of a 
uniform commodity classification system was not only feasible but essential in 
the longer-term interests of world trade. The technical work and consultation 
necessary to give definitive form to this conclusion lasted until 1983, which 
saw the completion of the Harmonized Commodity Description and Coding System 
(the Harmonized System or HS) and the establishment of a new International 
Convention for its implementation. 


In accordance with the general principles approved by the Customs 
Co-operation Council in 1973, the Harmonized System was based on both the CCCN 
and the SITC, Rev. 2, and as well on a wide range of other Customs and statis-— 
tical classification systems. Thus, the draft HS developed as a new 4-digit 
CCCN with subheadings created by the addition of two further digits. 


In certain product areas, most notably those affected by changes to 
technology or patterns of trade, the CCCN was radically restructured. Many 
headings and in some instances, complete chapters were deleted because the 
goods concerned were judged insignificant in international trade or because 
separate categorization was no longer warranted. Conversely, many headings 
that covered too wide a range of goods were subdivided. Some complete 
headings were moved from one chapter to another while certain products 
subsumed by various headings were transferred elsewhere in order to achieve a 
more rational and simpler classification of goods. 


The Structure 


The Harmonized System provides a multi-purpose Nomenclature contain- 
ing 1,241 headings at the four-digit level and 5,019 subheadings at the 
six-digit level, including 311 four-digit headings not broken down to a finer 
degree of detail. These headings and subheadings are grouped into 96 Chapters 


- viz: Chapters 1 to 97, with Chapter 77 being reserved for possible future 


use in the system. A further two Chapters, 98 and 99, are set aside for 
special use by national administrations for the coding of international 
transactions that do not require the specific identification of the commo- 
dities concerned, e.g., returned household effects and imports by government 
agencies. 


As in the CCCN, the first two digits of the 4-digit HS code indicate 
the Chapter in which the heading appears, while the latter two digits indicate 
the position of the heading within the Chapter. The fifth and sixth digits of 
the six-digit code are in some instances used to identify a simple subdivi- 
sion, called subheading, of the main heading (also indicated by the entry of a 
single dash against the description of goods), while in other instances they 
are used to point up a subdivision of a subheading (two dashes being entered 
against the description of goods). The absence of such subheadings is 
indicated by the use of zeros after the fourth digit. 


At a higher level of aggregation, the Chapters of the Harmonized 
System are grouped into 21 Sections each encompassing one or more major groups 


of goods. For the most part, these are arranged according to levels of 
processing, with primary commodities classified in the earlier Chapters and 
technically more complex products treated later on. Within a Chapter, 


headings relating to articles requiring higher levels of processing are 
generally placed later in the Chapter. 


The Interpretative Rules 


As with the CCCN, the HS is prefaced and supplemented by textual 
material to facilitate its application. A customs classification system 
ideally should provide each of the goods with a single heading or subheading. 
The text of the Harmonized System, therefore, incorporates a series of preli- 
minary provisions codifying the principles on which the system is based and 
laying down general rules to ensure uniform interpretation. These provisions 
are called the General Rules for the Interpretation of the Harmonized System 
and are presented in full in page 37 of this Report. 


Interpretative Rule 1, which takes precedence over all others, 
states that classification shall be determined by the terms of the headings 
and any relevant Section or Chapter Notes, and where appropriate, provided the 
Headings and Legal Notes do not otherwise require, according to the provisions 
of Interpretative Rules 2, 3, 4, and 5. However, Rule 1 stipulates that the 
Section and Chapter titles have no legal bearing on classification and are 
included for ease of reference only. 


Rule 2 provides that an incomplete or unfinished article or a 
complete but unassembled or disassembled article shall be classified under the 
heading for the complete article having its essential character. Similarly 
the heading for a material or substance shall include a mixture containing it, 
subject to Rule 3. 


Rule 3 concerns the classification of goods when they are 
prima facie classifiable under two or more headings. This rule stipulates 
that such goods are to be classified under the heading which provides the most 


specific description, and where there is a mixture, under headings for each 
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specific material or substance. Where there are no specific headings, classi- 
fication is according to the material or component which gives the goods their 
essential character. Otherwise goods are classified under the heading which 
occurs last in numerical order among headings meriting equal consideration. 


Rule 4 provides that goods which cannot be classified in accordance 
with the first three rules shall be classified under the heading appropriate 
to the goods to which they are most akin, for example, in description, 
character, purpose, etc. 


Rule 5 provides for the classification of boxes, cases and other 
containers specially designed and suitable for long term use with particular 
articles under the heading of such articles when presented with them, and of 
packing materials and packing containers with the goods for which they are 
normally used, unless they are clearly suitable for repetitive use. 


Rule 6 provides that while relative Section and Chapter Notes apply 
to particular goods unless the context otherwise requires, it is only the 
subheadings and their notes that are comparable and applicable, subject to the 
earlier rules. 


The Legal Notes 


Many of the Sections and Chapters of the Harmonized System are 
preceded by Legal Notes, which, like the Interpretative Rules, form an 
integral part of the system and have the same legal force. They can determine 
the scope of particular headings or subheadings and establish the classifica- 
tion of products in particular Sections, Chapters, headings or subheadings. 
Some are general definitions setting out the scope of individual headings or 
subheadings; others define particular terms used in the Nomenclature. 


Supplementary Guides 


In addition to the Legal Notes and Interpretative Rules, the 
Harmonized System is also supported by a number of complementary publications 
designed to facilitate its implementation and to promote uniformity in its 
interpretation and application. In this connection, the Explanatory Notes of 
the CCCN have been expanded and updated to take account of the more compre- 
hensive structure of the Harmonized System and also to reflect the consider- 
able expansion in new goods since the last major revision of the Explanatory 
Notes. 


The revised Explanatory Notes do not form an integral or legal part 
of the Harmonized System Convention; however, as approved by the Customs 
Co-operation Council, they constitute the official interpretation of the 
System at the international level. The Notes follow the order of the HS and 
provide a commentary on the scope of each heading by listing included and 
excluded products and by providing technical descriptions of the goods 
concerned (in terms of their appearance, properties, methods of production and 
uses) and practical guidance for their identification. Where appropriate, 
Explanatory Notes have been provided to clarify the scope of particular 
subheadings. Additional Explanatory Notes were submitted to the Council for 


approval in June 1985. 


In addition to the Explanatory Notes, various other complementary 
sources of reference are in the course of preparation with a view to publica- 
tion at an early date. These will include: (a) an Alphabetical Commodity 
Index, similar to the present CCCN index, listing all the goods mentioned or 
described in the Harmonized System or in the Explanatory Notes; (b) a 
Compendium of Harmonized System Classification Opinions; and (c) a Commodity 
Descriptor List. 


IV. CONVERSION PRINCIPLES AND THE DRAFT CANADIAN CUSTOMS NOMENCLATURE 


Subdividing the HS 


The Harmonized Commodity Description and Coding System, comprising 
Interpretative Rules, Legal Notes, headings and subheadings, provides a 
complete and comprehensive system for the classification of goods entering 
into international trade. The Convention establishing the Harmonized System 
requires that, except for developing countries which may delay application of 
some or all of the relevant subheadings, contracting parties undertake to 
adapt their customs tariff and statistical nomenclatures to conform with the 
HS. More specifically, under article 3 of the Convention, contracting parties 
are required: 


(i) to use all the headings and subheadings of the 
Harmonized System without addition or modification, 
together with their related numerical codes; 

(ii) to apply the General Rules for the Interpretation of 
the Harmonized System and not to modify the scope of 
the Sections, Chapters, headings or subheadings; 

(iii) to follow the numerical sequence of the Harmonized 
System; 

(iv) to make publicly available national import and 
export trade statistics in conformity with the 
6-digit codes of the Harmonized System, or, on the 
initiative of the contracting party, beyond that 
level, insofar as publication is not precluded by 
exceptional circumstances such as commercial confi- 
dentiality or national security. 


The Convention does not impose any requirements with respect to 
rates of duty to be applied nor does it prevent any contracting party from 
making “additional «classification: “provisions for? tariff. “or “statistical 
purposes, as long as they are placed in a position subordinate to the 
Harmonized System itself. In other words, subheadings may be further 
subdivided for domestic purposes beyond the six-digit level (by the addition 
of more digits or an alphabetic identifier) in order to make _ special 
provision for certain categories of goods or end uses thereof in terms of the 
rates of duty to be applied, or to permit the recording of statistical 
information at a finer level of detail. 


In the proposed HS draft Schedule, provision is made for a 10-digit 
coding system, with digits 7 and 8 being used for product/duty differentiation 
and digits 9 and 10 being employed solely for purposes of statistical identi- 
fication. The use of four zeros after the 6th digit indicates no breakdown 
beyond the HS system. 
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GATT Considerations 


Although the Convention on the Harmonized System imposed no require- 
ments respecting rates of duty, the GATT Committee on Tariff Concessions, at 
its meeting on February 28, 1983, stated: 


"The main principle to be observed in connexion with the 
introduction of the Harmonized System in national tariffs 
is that existing GATT bindings should be maintained 
unchanged. The alteration of existing bindings should 
only be envisaged where their maintenance would result in 
undue complexity in the national tariffs and should not 
involve a significant or arbitrary increase of customs 
duty collected on a particular product.” 


However, the Committee recognized that "the introduction of the Harmonized 
System implies considerable changes in the GATT schedules of tariff conces- 
sions”. In regard to these, it foresaw that where the value of existing 
concessions is not impaired, changes will be made through the "rectification 
procedure"; other changes, however, are "likely to require renegotiation of 
existing schedules" under Article XXVIII of the GATT Convention. 


In commenting upon the kinds of tariff conversion situations where 
renegotiation will be required, the Committee concluded that the simple 
subdivision of one tariff item into several new headings encompassing the same 
total of commodities should not in itself create difficulties in respect of 
GATT concessions, since the tariff rates applicable under the old item could 
appropriately be maintained under each of the new provisions. The principal 
problem areas were envisaged as being those where tariff items, or parts of 
tariff items, with different rates, are combined into one or more new headings 
or where bound rates are combined with unbound rates. In relation to these 
situations, the Committee suggested four “possible ways" of arriving at the 
new tariff rates: 


Ct) applying the lowest rate of any previous heading to 
the whole of the new heading; 

(ii) applying the rate previously applied to the heading 
or headings with the majority of trade; 

(iii) applying the trade weighted average rate of duty for 
the new headings; and 

(iv) applying the arithmetic average of the previous 
rates of duty, where no basis exists for establish- 
ing reasonably accurate trade allocations. 


These are put forward as possible approaches rather than as binding 
guidelines and, with the exception of method (iv), no order of precedence is 
indicated. It would, therefore, seem that individual countries have consider- 
able discretion in this area and, subject to the qualification noted in (iv), 
may use any or all of the possibilities set out above as they see fit. What 
is less clear is the extent to which other methods of calculation or adjust- 
ments on an arbitrary basis would be acceptable to the other signatories of 
the GATT and whether only noticeably higher rates of duty would be called into 


question.

As was the case for the earlier Chapters, the trade majority and 
trade weighted average were the methods most frequently employed to establish 
HS rates for this Phase of the conversion. Nonetheless, the MFN rates effec- 
tive as of January 1, 1987 have been retained for the most part in the draft 
Schedule. This applies to a lesser extent to some of the more complex 
Chapters, e.g., Chapter 84, where the same basic product may be covered by a 
number of existing tariff items and/or where various end use provisions are 
entailed. 


Of the four methods of rate determination favoured by the GATT 
Committee on Tariff Concessions, the methods based upon a majority of trade 
and a trade weighted average necessitate reference to relevant import 
statistics. In this regard, the Committee proposed that each contracting 
party should supply the GATT Secretariat with concordance tables setting out 
the pertinent relationships between existing tariff items and the items in the 
proposed Schedule, and vice versa. It was envisaged that for each item in the 
existing tariff schedule these tables should include, inter alia: 


(a) the per cent of total imports in the existing item 
which has been allocated to each of the proposed 
items; and 

(b) the value of trade allocated to each of the proposed 
new items for the most recent three years for which 
import statistics are available. 


A requirement for corresponding data was also envisaged in respect 
of each item in the proposed Schedule. However, in regard to the provisions 
in both schedules, it was conceded that the information did not need to be 
supplied "if there is no change in either the proposed rate of duty or the 
initial negotiating right status from the existing tariff item". Notwith- 
standing that concession, the provision of data along the lines specified by 
the Committee poses formidable problems. 


It is apparent that the establishment of concordances between the 
existing and proposed tariff classification systems is a vital part of the 
conversion exercise. However, in order that the desired matching-up process 
may be effected, the import values for specific goods entering under existing 
tariff provisions must be identified. These aspects of the conversion task 
posed particular difficulties in the Canadian case due to the lack of 
congruence between the Customs Tariff and the Canadian International Trade 
Classification and also to the existence of many product categories at the 
finest level of detail in both classification systems as well as residual 
"neOepe (not otherwise provided for) items and "n.e.s." (not elsewhere 
specified) classes, which are very broad or open-ended. While it is possible 
to obtain data on Canadian imports cross-tabulated by tariff item and 
seven-digit commodity code, attempts to fit these data into the structured 
framework of the Harmonized System inevitably required conjecture as to the 
composition and arbitrary decisions as to the value of goods entering under 
existing tariff arrangements. 


There are as well certain other concerns which have major implica- 
tions for the conversion process. Whether the base period selected is suffi- 
ciently representative of general experience is a perennial issue in the 
analysis of empirical data. The GATT Committee on Tariff Concessions directed 
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that import data be used which would cover "the most recent three years for 
which import statistics are available”. These years will vary from one 
country to another, depending upon the speed with which import data are 
collected and processed and the timing of this statistical review. Under the 
Canadian system, many goods are subject under the same items to different 
rates of duty under the BP, MFN and GP Tariffs, depending upon the country of 
origin, so that concordances based upon "the percent of total imports in the 
existing item" could well entail some misrepresentation in relation to the 
composition of commodities and/or the level of tariff rates; trade weighted 
averages would most likely be affected but so also could be rates determined 
on the basis of the majority of trade. 


In determining the compositions of commodities and the rates of duty 
to be applied under the MFN tariff, the value of total imports from all 
countries has been used as the value of MFN imports. There was little choice 
in this regard as a statistical tabulation, by /7-digit commodity classes by 
tariff item, for goods imported into Canada under the MFN tariff was not made 
available. In the great majority of instances, it is doubtful whether the use 
of this broader trade base has made much difference in terms of the end 
result. The statistical differences would likely be greater where existing 
MFN rates of duty are significantly different from rates applicable under the 
BP and GP tariffs, or where only a comparatively small proportion of total 
imports is obtained from MFN sources. 


V. THE BOARD'S INVESTIGATION AND ANALYSIS 


The Draft Schedule and Existing Tariff Provisions 


In reviewing Chapters 68 to 98 with respect to the accuracy of the 
Nomenclature of the draft Schedule vis-a-vis existing provisions, the Board's 
review has been confined, as before, to tariff and statistical lines below the 
6-digit subheading level. The 4-digit headings and the 6-digit subheadings 
are not part of the Board's review because their descriptions of goods, 
arrived at by the Customs Co-operation Council, is binding and cannot be 
changed unilaterally. 


Beyond the 6th digit the draft Schedule can be expanded for use for 
purely national tariff and statistical purposes. Te) is*at* thts *Tevel*tnat 
officials of the Department of Finance have attempted to simplify and condense 
the draft Schedule. With that in mind, the Board has generally refrained from 
adding tariff lines unless required to restore current rates to the draft 
Schedule or to incorporate an end use item from the Supplementary Annex. The 
review of the nomenclature in the draft HS focussed primarily on whether or 
not special provisions, uniquely Canadian, affecting classification, contained 
in schedule A of the Customs Tariff, were transposed to the proposed Schedule. 


The fact that the draft Schedule was supplied in both official 
languages indicates clearly that the conformity of the English and French 
texts was another part of the Board's mandate. Both versions were therefore 
examined for any inconsistencies or differences between them, and recommenda- 
tions are made in regard to language found to be deficient. Recommendations 
for changes in nomenclature affecting both texts of the draft Schedule are 
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made in both languages. In the English version of the Board's report a change 
is shown first in English and then in French, while in the French version it 
is shown first in French and then in English. 


The Board has also made comparisons of the 4-digit heading and 
6-digit subheading descriptions contained in the draft Schedule with those 
used in the Customs Co-operation Council's Harmonized Commodity Description 
and Coding System, for both the English and the French texts. In those 
instances where the draft Schedule uses an obscure nomenclature or one not in 
use in Canada, the Board recommends the addition of explanatory terms, or of 
those more commonly used in Canada. 


There are a number of items in the Customs Tariff that contain the 
provision “under such regulations as the Minister may prescribe" or similar 
wording. However, in most instances, although mention is made of "“regula- 
tions", none have been issued. Such regulations, when enacted, constitute a 
part of the current system; the Board recommends their inclusion in the draft 
Schedule by way of Canadian Legal Notes. The Board has recommended that 
specific Ministerial regulations be shown in the proposed Schedule only in 
conjunction with certain Annex items. It is understood that, where needed, 
regulations prescribed by the Minister will be introduced at a later stage by 
the Department of National Revenue. For some of the HS Chapters, other 
Canadian Legal Notes are recommended to insure that products are classified in 
their intended headings, thereby avoiding administrative difficulties. This, 
however, has been done infrequently in order to avoid changing the meaning of 
the HS Chapter Notes, which are binding as part of the International 
Convention. 


Changes in Rates of Duty 


For the Chapters covered in this volume, and to those covered in 
earlier reports, the Minister requested verification of the rates of duty in 
the draft Schedule, to insure that they are the same as those projected for 
1987 in the Customs Tariff. The Board examined all changes and focussed on 
those instances where the draft Schedule indicated a rate of duty 
significantly different from that specified in the Customs Tariff. 


Where tariff lines in the draft Schedule cover goods from more than 
one item in the Customs Tariff, with different rates of duty, a change in the 
rate of duty for some if not all of such goods is inevitable, no matter which 
method of rate determination is used to effect the amalgamation. If the 
weighted average method is selected it is probable that most goods included in 
the calculation will have rates different from the current ones. Even where 
the rate in the draft Schedule is based on the rate for those goods which 
during the base period 1980-1982 accounted for the majority of trade among the 
goods combined, the rates for the goods of lesser importance (or weight) will 
likely be different from the existing rates. 


Amalgamations and changes in rates of duty from existing provisions 


are in some instances unavoidable because of the fundamental differences 
between the two classification systems. An examination of the draft Schedule 


(1) See pp. 12-13. 
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indicates that many more tariff lines could have been provided, with descrip- 
tions of goods identical to those of the Customs Tariff, without changing the 
rates of duty. This one-to-one matching would have resulted in a very 
detailed and voluminous Schedule. To achieve a more condensed Schedule, one 
or more current items were combined, resulting in numerous changes to existing 
rate provisions. Many of the comments and objections raised by interested 
parties concerned changes in rates of duty. Invariably it was urged that the 
existing rates be restored. With few exceptions, the Board agreed and 
recommended the necessary changes. 


The Board's research revealed many other instances where rates 
proposed in the HS were different from current rates. The Board was particu- 
larly concerned with items in the draft Schedule which would impose on present 
duty free goods rates as high as 15 per cent. The Board is of the opinion 
that their present duty-free status, whenever it was established, was 
justified at that time and is still presumed to be so. The elimination of 
this status as a result of a mechanistic conversion process, regardless of 
economic considerations, was not acceptable to the Board, especially when such 
increases in rates would require compensation to our trading partners in the 
form of lower rates for other goods. 


The Board was equally concerned about rates in the draft Schedule 
which constituted reductions from existing rates. There were many such reduc- 
tions, amounting frequently to 20 per cent or more of the current level of 
protection. The Board found changes of this magnitude, either upward or down- 
ward, excessive and unacceptable, even when bearing in mind the laudable goals 
of simplification and condensation. The Board therefore recommends’ the 
restoration of the existing tariff provisions for those draft items which meet 
the following criteria: 


(1) where the proposed rate in the draft Schedule would 
involve a reduction or an increase of at least 2.5 
percentage points from the current ad valorem rate or 
its ad valorem equivalent; 

(2) where the change in the rate of duty affects at least 
one per cent of total imports for the 1980-82 base 
period under the present item in the Customs Tariff; 
and 

(3) where the amount of trade in the base period is at 
least $100,000. 


The Board was asked to use the MFN rates in effect on January l, 
1987 as the basis for its study. The existing provisions of the BP, GP and 
General Tariffs are, therefore, not relevant to this study except as noted 
earlier. Unless explicitly noted to the contrary, references in this Report 
to the "current", "present" or "existing" rates are to be taken to be to the 
MFN rates as of January 1, 1987. 


In instances where the Board has recommended revisions to the 
proposed MFN rates and the goods under tariff items affected also might 
attract GP rates, the Board has recommended revisions as well to the GP rate 
in the proposed Schedule. GP rates are often tied by a formula to the MFN 


rate and so would change if the MFN rate to which they are attached is 


revised. That formula requires that the GP rate shall be equal to the BP rate 
or to two-thirds of the MFN rate, whichever is the lesser. Accordingly, BP 
rates were also checked as to their accuracy in relation to the other rates. 


Throughout Reference No. 163, the Board recognized that conversion 
to the Harmonized System had, as a principal objective, a revised Customs 
Tariff which retained January 1, 1987 rates of duty to the maximum extent 
possible. However given the significant nomenclature differences of the two 
systems, and the Minister's objective of a simplified and condensed HS 
schedule, some rate modifications were unavoidable, notwithstanding the best 


efforts of the Board to maintain current rates. It is anticipated that during 
the months prior to the introduction of the new Schedule and for a period 


thereafter requests to restore present rates of duty will be brought to the 
Minister's attention. The Board is of the view that a temporary legislative 
mechanism and supporting administrative procedure be introduced whereby these 
requests may be quickly and impartially dealt with. 


Improvements to the Draft Schedule 


In addition to reviewing the accuracy of the draft Schedule with 
respect to the existing provisions of the Customs Tariff, the Minister has 
asked the Board to focus on ways the Schedule might be improved. To that end, 
the Board has examined the appropriateness of the format of the draft Schedule 
and the adequacy of the annotations and other provisions to facilitate its 
administration. 


The Board finds that the inclusion of Supplementary Notes dealing 
with the rate or the amount of duty payable, together with Legal Notes and 
other Supplementary Notes referring to the coverage of goods, would be 
confusing to users of the Schedule and concludes that matters affecting the 
rate or amount of duty payable should be an integral part of the Schedule 
itself, so that the possibility of specific rate provisions being overlooked 
would be reduced. Some of these supplementary tariff provisions, e.g. those 
specifying more favourable rates of duty for certain goods from Australia and 
New Zealand, are inserted into the Schedule as part of the affected tariff 
lines. Generally, in order to reduce repetition, the Board has recommended 
that they be integrated by means of footnotes. 


In the opinion of the Board, the draft Schedule contains too many 
residual tariff and statistical lines identified by the term "other". The 
goods covered by that term can only be ascertained by determining which goods 
covered by the relevant subheading have been named specifically. This is 
frequently a complicated task. The Board has concluded that further descrip- 
tion of the goods covered by these residual lines would clarify the items in 
the draft Schedule. The Board also recommends changes to the Nomenclature of 
the draft Schedule to make it consistent with the Harmonized System. 


Reference 157 and Conversion to the Harmonized System 


In response to a letter from the Minister of Finance, dated August 
20, 1979, the Board undertook a study, designated as Reference 157, of more 
than 100 tariff items under which the classification of the products involved 


was dependent upon whether or not the goods were “made in Canada". Related 
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tariff items were included when this was found to be necessary or appro- 
priate. The reference was divided into two parts, with the report on Phase I 
being tabled in Parliament on January 12, 1983 and that on Phase II on April 
18,1985. 


_ The Board's recommendations proposed means of replacing existing 
"made/not made" provisions with other forms of tariff designation. In most 
cases the Board recommended that the subject goods be listed eo nomine. Those 
goods found to be made in Canada would be dutiable at higher rates than those 
found to be not made in Canada, which usually would be Free. 


Most of the changes based on the Board's recommendations respecting 
Phase I of Reference 157 were implemented in 1984 and 1985. The 1984 
amendments were included in the proposed Schedule for Chapters 25 to 6/7 and 
for Chapters 68 to 98 and the related cross-references as received by the 
Board. However the recommendations implemented in the 1985 Budget were not 
covered by the draft Schedule as received, nor were they considered in the 
data base of 1980-82 used for the HS conversion, or in the cross-references. 
The draft Schedule is therefore already out of date with respect to the tariff 
changes resulting from Reference 157 not implemented before 1985. 


In order to avoid any confusion that might result, the Board has 
decided to integrate into the Schedule, insofar as possible, all changes in 
the Customs Tariff resulting from its Phase I Made/Not Made report. In 
instances where an item in the Customs Tariff was deleted the goods in 
question reverted to their alternative classification description. Other 
changes are incorporated in the proposed Schedule by means of a new tariff 
line specifically describing the product and/or its use. Finally, because 
most of the items studied under Reference 15/7 were end-use items and this 
characteristic was retained in the Board's recommendations, many of the new 
items were added to the Supplementary Annex. Recommended changes to the 
proposed Schedule are indicated in the relevant Chapter reports by appropriate 
footnotes. 


While the recommendations contained in Volume IV thus incorporate a 
number of changes resulting from Phase I of Reference 157, this report does 
not reflect any tariff amendments which have been implemented subsequent to 
1985.(2) The Board has not incorporated into Volume IV the recommendations 
made pursuant to Phase II of Reference 157, with one exception. This 
exception concerns the recommended tariff treatment of roller bearings in 
Chapter 84 and results from requests made by interested parties to clarify 
tariff treatment. 


(1) Aside from changes resulting from Reference 157, the present (1986) 
Customs Tariff also differs from that existing in 1982 for other reasons, 
e.g8., rate changes pursuant to Reference 159, the deletion or alteration 
of some permanent and temporary tariff items, the introduction of new 
items, and numbering changes. 

(2) Some of the Board's recommendations pursuant to Reference 157, Phase II, 
were put into effect by the February, 1986 Budget but, as of December, 


1986, the bulk of these remain to be implemented. 


Rate Adjustments in the Customs Tariff Consequent to Reference 159 


In 1983 the Board completed another study, designated Reference 159, 
which resulted in numerous rate revisions to the Customs Tariff. This inquiry 
arose from Canada's proposed adoption of the international agreement on 
customs valuation. To maintain the present levels of tariff protection under 
the new valuation system, a number of upward tariff rate adjustments were 
recommended by the Board in Phase II of that Reference. 


Those recommendations were implemented with effect from January 
13... Rate adjustments were therefore not incorporated into the draft 
Schedule as received by the Board or into the supporting documentation. In 
fact, the rate adjustments resulting from Reference 159 were not considered at 
all in Phases I and II of this Reference.(1) 


However, in carrying out its work for Volume IV, and inasmuch as the 
rate adjustments are shown in the current Customs Tariff, the Board has 
decided that the recommended Schedule for Chapters 68 to 98 should reflect the 
revised rates. In some instances, usually those with the larger rate adjust- 
ments, this required the establishment of additional tariff lines in the 
proposed Schedule. However, in the majority of cases the rate adjustments 
required for Chapters 68 to 98 resulting from Reference 159 were small and 
their integration into the HS quite straightforward. 


This process was carried out in a manner consistent with the method 
previously used to determine the MFN rates of the proposed Schedule. Where a 
Customs Tariff item for which the MFN rate was revised comprised the majority 
of trade for a proposed tariff line or lines, the proposed MFN rates were 
adjusted accordingly. Where the proposed rates of tariff lines were calcu- 
lated on the basis of a trade weighted average, they were adjusted in accord- 
ance with the rates resulting from Reference 159. Therefore, revisions in MFN 
rates in the Customs Tariff are not reflected in the proposed Schedule where 
the item in the Customs Tariff does not account for the preponderance of trade 
under the relevant tariff line. For the Chapters covered in this Volume the 
revisions to MFN rates, resulting from Reference 159, are identified and 
described in the relevant chapter reports. 


In summary, whereas the provisions of the Customs Tariff in effect 
as of 1982 were used as the basis of conversion, there have since been 
numerous amendments to the Customs Tariff. Volume IV incorporates all these 
revisions up to the end of 1985. Most of these changes result from Reference 
157 or 159 but also taken into account are other revisions to the Customs 
Tariff which have been put into effect since 1982. 


(1) In Volume III of Reference 163 Revisions to the Board's Recommendations 
Respecting Chapters 1 to 67, to be published in early 1987, the Board 
presents revised rate schedules for Chapters 1 to 67 which incorporate all 
rate adjustments made pursuant to the implementation of recommendations 
under Reference 159.

VI. AREAS FOR SPECIAL TREATMENT IN DEVELOPING THE DRAFT SCHEDULE 


In his Letter of Reference the Minister identified two areas as 
requiring “special treatment in developing the draft schedule”. These 
relate to provisions in the HS for dealing with: (a) present end use tariff 
items, and (b) the tariff treatment of goods which are “parts” of other 
products. In its work on Phases I and II, the Board recognized that it would 
at some point have to examine in detail these two areas of special concern. 
It was felt that this could best be done after the completion of the analysis 
of Chapters 68 to 98, which in many respects are more complex than the earlier 


ones. This section discusses methods of dealing with end use tariff items and 
with provisions for parts. 


Provisions for End Use Items and the Supplementary Annex 


End use items are tariff provisions for goods imported for a 
specified use or by a specified user. They are characterized by phrases such 
as "for use in the manufacture of", "for use by", or “when imported for". 
These items were normally established for the purpose of providing a lower 
rate of duty for the use or user named. Therefore, with respect to goods 
covered by end use items, the Customs Tariff has at least two places where 
they might be classified: (1) the end use item(s) and (2) the item under which 
they would otherwise enter. 


The text of the International Convention on the Harmonized System, 
i.e., the description of goods up to and including the 6-digit level, however, 
has only one place for classifying a good, namely where it is described in 
terms of its intrinsic characteristics. The internationally-approved nomen- 
clature of the Convention excludes classification for tariff purposes in terms 
of the use or user of goods. However, any party to the Convention can add 
further breakdowns below the 6-digit level for purely national purposes. Thus 
the 7th and 8th digit levels have been added in the draft Canadian HS Schedule 
for tariff classification including provisions for concessionary rates for 
specified end uses. 


Integration of present end use items into the proposed Schedule is 
straightforward for items with a single good for a single end use. It would 
require, at most’ two additional tariff lines; (1). for.the.end use,sand (2) the 
residual dutiable category "other", covering all other uses combined. In 
contrast, the integration of other end use items, which are broad in scope and 
cover many goods, will be more difficult. Integration of such an end use item 
into the HS Schedule would require many entries, each with the full end use 
description. Clearly, taking up all end use provisions into the HS would 
bring about a bulky, repetitious and complicated tariff classification system. 


In order to obtain a more condensed and simpler Schedule it is 
proposed to place the more complex end use items in an Annex to the Schedule. 
In this manner the Government's intention to maintain their current 
concessionary rates would be achieved. Even though the imported goods will 
initially be classified to a tariff line in the HS dutiable at a level higher 
than the concession rate, the rate in the Annex will take precedence as long 
as the goods in question are eligible. 
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The Board was requested “to examine whether the products and items 
in the Annex could be incorporated into the draft schedule". Given the scope 
of this inquiry its detail and complexity, the Board informed the Minister at 
the beginning of its investigation that it could not undertake the study of 
the end use items at that time and make its report before the January 1, 1986 
deadline. The Board informed the Minister during 1985 that it would commence 
the study of the statutory end use provisions during the summer of 1986 with 
completion towards the end of 1987. The Minister accepted this proposal. 
This study into the statutory end use Annex will constitute Phase V. 


Thus far the Board has limited its work on end use items to addi- 
tions to, rather than deletions from, the Supplementary Annex. Proposals to 
that end were submitted by interested parties in submissions at the public 
hearings. Analysis by the Board's staff revealed deletions of end use provi- 
sions involving large volumes of trade which enter duty-free at present and 
which would become dutiable under the proposed Schedule at rates ranging from 
10 to 15 per cent. These were added to the end use Annex for more detailed 
study in Phase V. Other end use provisions incorporated in the Schedule by 
additional tariff lines at the 7 and 8 digit level were also added to the 
Annex, for further examination, where the new HS provisions did not reflect 
the full scope of current items. In these instances some goods would 
otherwise lose the lower rates of duty to which they are currently entitled 
under the Customs Tariff. In April 1986, the Department of Finance added a 
number of end use provisions to those originally placed in the Annex. 


The present Customs Tariff contains some 8/75 statutory end use 
items. Of these it is recommended that 300 be placed in the Annex, almost 200 
of which relate to Chapters 68 to 98. The remaining 575 statutory end use 
provisions have been given a separate tariff line in the Schedule or have been 
provided for in the Schedule without the present end use designation at the 
concessionary rate applicable today or at a higher rate of duty. 


The statutory end use Annex recommended by the Board for Chapters 68 
to 98, as well as for all preceding Chapters of the HS, is a provisional 
interim Annex. It is, in its entirety, subject to study and final recommenda- 
tion by the Board, in accordance with the Minister's request, in the con- 
cluding phase of this inquiry. The complete list of statutory end use items 
recommended by the Board for placement in the provisional Annex can be found 
in Part 5 of this Volume. The statutory end use Annex comprises for each item 
a four-digit code number, the description of the goods, the rates of duty 
applicable under the various tariffs as of January 1, 1987 and the HS lines 
under which the goods in question would usually be imported. 


There are, in addition to the permanent end use items, other current 
tariff provisions which can best be retained in an annex. Here reference is 
made to the temporary items, both those under the Chemicals and Plastics 
Tariff Reduction Order and those characterized by use/user, as well as those 
of the Machinery Duty Remission Program, the Agreement on Trade in Civil 
Aircraft and the Automotive Products Trade Agreement. These other parts of 
the Annex, which have not been referred to the Board for study, were finalized 
by the Department of Finance. They were distributed to interested parties by 
the Board prior to its final hearings on the draft Schedule, on June 25, 1986 


and July 30, 1986. The Annex which accompanies this Volume consists of the 
following parts: 
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Part l(a) Statutory End Use Tariff Items 
(b) - Special Goods Designated by Governor in Council and 
Other Tariff Items 
(ce) Cross-Reference Tables to Parts 1(a) and 1(b) 
(d) Temporary End Use Tariff Items 
(e) - Chemicals and Plastics Tariff Reduction Order (CPTRO) 
Tariff Items

The Board recognizes that there are a number of complexities, both 
in basic concept and as to administration, which confront the development of 
the Supplementary Annex. Several of these principal issues were addressed by 
Revenue Canada, Customs and Excise, in its submission for the Public Hearing 
held on July 30, 1986. In its submission, the Department presented a Supple- 
mentary Annex differing in format from the Annex accompanying this Volume. 
The issues concerning the Supplementary Annex, and various alternatives for 
its final structure, will be the subject of Phase V of this Reference. 


The Treatment of Parts under the Harmonized System 


A second area requiring study, as identified in the Letter of 
Reference, is the HS treatment of "parts". What follows is a description of 
the HS classification principles and rules and a description of classification 
principles, practices and procedures under the present Customs Tariff. This 
description of the difference in the way the two systems deal with the 
treatment of parts, constitutes the background of the Board's recommendations 
intended to maintain the current tariff treatment of parts. The central 
problem is that, in the treatment of goods which comprise "parts", the two 
systems are not fully compatible. At issue is the best means to arrive at 
compatibility, bearing in mind the Board's basic responsibility to obtain 
maximum in the conversion process. 


HS Classification Principles: 


In the HS, the major rules pertaining to the classification of parts 
are introduced commencing with the Notes to Section XV. Note 2 to this 
Section introduces the HS expression “parts of general use"; this term is to 
have broad application as it is to be employed "throughout the Nomenclature”. 
"Parts of general use" are defined specifically as: 


a) Articles %6f* heading. Nov? fee er oete ee) 3. lop loeietoe 
73.18 and similar articles of other base metal; 


b) Springs and leaves for springs, of base metal, other 
than clock or watch springs (heading No. 91.14); and 
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coMmaAArticles*iof fheading Nos.’ 83701 ,¥.83502}. .83.108),. 983.010 
and frames and mirrors, of base metal, of heading 
No. 83.06. 


In the above enumeration a) covers, among others, such articles as tube or 
pipe fittings (heading No. 73.07), nails and tacks (73.17) and screws, bolts 
and nuts (73.18). Covered in c) above are such articles as mountings/fittings 
for furniture (83.02) and clasps and buckles for clothing (83.08). 


The important consideration of this HS definition is not that 
fittings or screws and bolts are to be designated “parts of general use” but 
rather that, as such, these products are not to be classified under the HS as 
being parts per se. Aside from Section XV, to emphasize that the parts 
provisions elsewhere in the HS Schedule are not to include “parts of general 
use", further notes to that effect are provided in all subsequent Sections and 
Chapters. 


The classification for other parts and components is dealt with, in 
the HS, in Section XVI. Note 2 to this Section states, firstly, that parts 
which are goods named in, or included in, any headings of Chapter 84 or 85 
(two lengthy Chapters which comprise Section XVI) are in all cases to be 
classified to their respective headings. Thus, parts of machines, where they 
are specifically named, are not to be classified elsewhere as parts but as 
goods provided for eo nomine. 


Secondly, Note 2 states that goods, when not parts of general use 
and when not included or named elsewhere, are to be classified with the 
machines themselves but only "if suitable for use solely or principally with” 
a particular kind of machine or with a number of machines of the same 
heading. Such parts, which can be described as single purpose or “dedicated”, 
fall under the parts provisions of Chapters 84 and 85, usually in a concluding 
subheading, e.g., as in No. 8414.90. In some instances a separate heading is 
reserved for parts of machines; such headings specify explicitly “parts 
suitable for use solely or principally ..." as for example in heading 
No. 84.09 or 84.73. 


Finally, Note 2 indicates that parts of machines, if not named or 
included elsewhere, and not used "solely or principally” with a specific 
machine, are to be classified under headings as "not specified or included 
elsewhere". In this respect heading Nos. 84.85 and 85.48 comprise residual 
provisions for parts. 


Further stipulations respecting the classification of parts are 
found in other Sections. Note 2 in Section XVII, which encompasses vehicles, 
aircraft, vessels and other transportation equipment, contains a detailed 
enumeration of those articles to which the expression “parts and accessories” 
ieudGts tO apply. For example, the machines and apparatus of heading Nos. 
84.01 to 84.79, the electrical machinery and equipment of Chapter 85, the 
instruments covered in Chapter 90, and the clocks/watches of Chapter 91 are 
treated not as parts or accessories for transportation equipment but rather as 
goods in their own right. Moreover, according to Note 3 to Section XVII the 
only parts and accessories to be classified as such are those, again, 


“suitable for use solely or principally" with the equipment coming under this 
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Section. It is added, finally, that in the HS the classification of parts is 
governed by the same legal framework, i.e., Interpretive Rules, Section Notes 
and Chapter Notes, as applies to the whole article. 


To sum up, the HS in essence establishes four categories for goods 
which are used as parts: 


a) parts of general use as defined in Section XV; 


b) parts that are eo nomine goods;

d) multipurpose parts which, while being clearly recog- 
nizable as parts, are not covered by (a), (b) or (c). 


The major components of machines, in themselves "machines, apparatus and 
accessories" that may be used as parts of other machines, are with few excep- 
tions, treated in the HS as eo nomine goods rather than "parts". Parts, when 
for "general use", are also not considered to be “parts” in the HS but goods 
eo nomine. In the HS, the term "parts" is thus basically restricted to those 
which have a “sole” or “principal” application, that is, they are dedicated by 
design or usage to a single purpose. 


The Classification of Parts under the Gustoms Tariff: 


In the Customs Tariff there are numerous items which combine, in the 
same item, a provision for the principal goods together with a provision for 
“parts thereof" or “parts of all the foregoing", etc. In most cases, there- 
fore, the parts are classified together with the end product and thus carry 
the same rate of duty as that applying to the end product. Under the existing 
Customs Tariff, together with its relevant regulations and administrative 
memoranda, parts are usually classified in the following manner: If a part is 
covered by an "all embracing” item it would be classified there first. An 
example is tariff item 44205-1 which reads "materials, including all parts, 
wholly or in chief part of metal ... when imported for use in the manufacture 
of goods entitled to entry under (listed tariff items)". Otherwise, the 
classification of parts is generally determined by whether or not they are 
specifically named. If named they are classified to the naming items; other- 
wise they are placed, as indicated, under a general clause for parts, i.e., 
under an item to which is attached a provision for “parts thereof". 


In contrast to the HS structure the Customs Tariff does not expli- 
citly recognize parts of general use. Hence, they are generally not excluded 
from general parts provisions as being “parts thereof", although when articles 
designated as parts for general use in the HS are also named in the Customs 
Tariff, tariff treatment may be similar. On the other hand, where such 
general use parts are not named in the Customs Tariff their classification, as 
well as the rates applicable, may differ under the HS. 


A more significant problem arises in the treatment of a broad range 


of machines and apparatus for industrial use which can often constitute 
parts. The HS is, vis-a-vis the Customs Tariff, considerably more detailed; 
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more goods that are parts are named specifically. Thus, fewer products will 
be classified as parts along with the main product, at the same rate. There 
are implications in this for the applicable rates of duty. In not a few 
instances, parts now admitted as “parts thereof" along with the relevant end 
product obtain a lower rate of duty. Under the HS the same part may be split 
off to be classified eo nomine with a higher tariff to apply. 


Considerations: 


Because of the concern that HS conversion might not be neutral, a 
detailed study was undertaken to measure and analyse the increase in duty 
which might result from the different systems of classification to be 
introduced. This study examined 83 existing tariff items taken as a sample 
from those present items concorded primarily to Chapters 84 and 85. The bulk 
of the goods that are parts are allocated under these two Chapters of the HS. 
Imports under these surveyed items amounted to some $22.1 billion for the base 
period 1980-1982. Using the data contained in the cross-reference tables, the 
basic approach was to determine whether products classified as being parts 
under the sampled items would be classified as parts in the proposed Schedule, 
and at what rate of duty the conversion would take place. This study showed 
that the weighted average rate of duty for these tariff items, would, as a 
result of the different classification of parts under the HS, rise only to a 
minor extent - by much less than 1/10th of a per cent.(!) In other words, 
the customs duties payable on the $22.1 billion imported under the items 
surveyed would have increased by only $10 million over the three year period. 


This increase in duties payable under the HS is only to a very small 
extent associated with the HS definition introduced respecting “parts of 
general use". Screws, bolts, nuts, nails and like products enumerated in the 
Notes to Section XV, which at present enter as "parts thereof", would be 
classified under the HS as named goods and thereby can attract higher tariff 
rates. However, the analysis carried out by the Board determined that the 
overall impact of the HS definition of “parts of general use”, on duties 
payable, was barely measurable. 


The study undertaken showed, rather, that the indicated increase in 
duties payable under the HS would, almost in entirety, result from the clear 
tendency of the HS to classify other products, i.e., the major components of 
machines and apparatus, not as parts but as goods eo nomine. In particular, 
products which are at present entered as parts under various end use items 
would attract higher rates of duty. Some specific examples of products 
treated in this manner, that is, as goods and not parts, are pumps, electric 
motors, capacitors, resistors, printed circuit boards, switches and fuses. 


(1) For the 83 existing tariff items surveyed, the average (weighted) MFN rate 
of duty was 4.3075%. As a result of applying the different classification 
pertaining to parts under the HS, the weighted rate would increase to 
4,3575%Z, or by only 5/100ths of one per cent. A Staff Appraisal Paper, to 
be made available concurrent with this Report, is in preparation and sets 


forth in more detail the methods and results of this study. 
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The Board considered several options for dealing with the rate 
changes arising from the HS conversion of current parts provisions. One 
alternative considered was to administer the parts provisions of statutory 
(and temporary) end use items placed in the Annex in accordance with current 
classification principles and practices whereas parts provisions, if not in 
the Annex, would be classified according to HS procedures. In this event, the 
HS restrictions with respect to parts for general use, and to parts named 
eo nomine, would not apply to the parts provisions found for end use items in 
the Annex. Therefore, the broader coverage of the present system would remain 


applicable to all of the Annex and conversion in this respect would remain 
completely neutral. However, this approach would not deal with any rate 
changes resulting from conversion regarding parts provisions remaining in the 


main Schedule. Moreover, and of much greater import, the Board finds such a 
tandem classification for parts totally undesirable and probably unworkable. 


Another alternative considered was a blanket provision whereby all 
parts and components would be admitted at the rates applying to the final end 
products. While simple in some respects, this would greatly change the 
present rate treatment of many goods. In fact, the changes introduced by this 
approach would probably be much greater than those resulting from a 
straightforward adoption of the HS. This alternative was therefore also 
dropped. 


Conclusion: 


While the adoption of the HS would lead to a different treatment 
with respect to the classification of parts, the Board, on the basis of its 
study, concluded that these differences could be accomodated within the 
overall conversion process. Reference, here, is to those HS parts provisions 
found in the main Schedule and to those placed in the Supplementary Annex. 
However, to ensure the neutrality of conversion as much as practicable, some 
changes, in order to accommodate the transition to the new international 
system, are necessary. The nature of these facilitating changes requires some 
explanation, particularly as they concern those present items in the Customs 
Tariff which are designated by the Department of National Revenue as 
"all-embracing" in their coverage. 


There are approximately 70 items in the present Customs Tariff 
which, by reason of their nomenclature, seem to provide a wide scope with 
respect to the products and parts admitted under them. The breadth of their 
coverage is indicated by typical nomenclature such as "materials, including 
all) parts ally materials form, 2 see eoodse ford:Ja cor articles ond 
materials for ...". Without exception, the nomenclature of these items, known 
as "all-embracing"”, includes reference to a specified end use or user. Most 
of these broadly worded items were placed into the end use section of the 
Supplementary Annex as received; however, some others were omitted and have 
been added to the Annex. To ensure that the scope of these items is not 
narrowed as a result of conversion, they have all been included in the 
Supplementary Annex. Further, Notes have been provided, preceding the Annex, 
the effect of which is to make certain that the HS classification procedures 
otherwise pertaining to parts are not to apply in the case of those provisions 
found in the Annex. 
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In addition to the above broadly worded items, the present Customs 
Tariff contains a number of other tariff items, approximately 45, which by 
reason of their nomenclature alone are not clearly or necessarily "all- 
embracing" in scope. The parts provisions under these items are, nonetheless, 
by reason of administrative practice over the years, treated as being all- 
embracing in nature. The Board was concerned, in particular, with the proba- 
bility that the more restrictive HS definition of parts would apply to those 
parts provisions. For this second category of all-embracing items, to ensure 
that their present scope is also not impaired pursuant to conversion, the 
Board has recommended a restructuring of the Supplementary End Use Annex 
respecting certain parts provisions. As discussed, the introduction of 
appropriate Notes to the Annex would, again, serve to identify those parts 
provisions where the otherwise applicable HS interpretation is not to be 
operative. Of most importance in this respect, the Board recommends in the 
Annex the introduction of specific and separate all-embracing provisions for 
parts of: i) aircraft, ii) agricultural machinery, iii) machinery and 
apparatus used for the exploration of oil/gas and for the exploration of 
potash/rock salt deposits, and iv) electronic data processing equipment. (1 


The recommendations presented above would permit, without changing 
the scope of existing all-embracing provisions, the adoption elsewhere of HS 
classification procedures respecting parts, both in the main Schedule and in 
the Annex. At the same time, based on the study referred to earlier, the 
Board recommends a further set of revisions, mainly to Chapters 84 and 85, 
which are also directed towards preserving the rate neutrality of conversion 
respecting the treatment of parts. 


Aside from the problem area posed by all-embracing items, the Board 
acknowledges that conversion to the new system in other instances would not be 
completely neutral respecting parts and would involve changes in rates of duty 
applicable. The impact of the introduced HS definition of “parts of general 
use" in this respect is not at all significant. However, as noted, higher 
duties will clearly be imposed through the tendancy of the HS to classify 
other products, i.e., major parts/components of machines and apparatus, as eo 
nomine goods. These particular instances can be identified and the Board 
decided to restore the current MFN rates for those tariff lines most 
affected. For this purpose only a relatively few revisions proved necessary 
since, for the great majority of cases, the individual rate impact was not 
deemed significant. In determining, with respect to parts provisions, whether 
or not the HS would effect a significant increase in duty, the same criteria 
were employed as those applied earlier when dealing with goods other than 
parts (see page 16). Where such criteria were met, the Board has recommended 
the establishment of a separate new tariff line specifying the part for which 
the present rate is to be restored, often with reference to an Annex item 
number. The recommendations for these new HS provisions for parts are 
included in the appropriate Chapter reports. The bulk of these, approximately 
50 in total, are found in Chapters 84 and 85. 


(1) In Part 1(a) of Supplementary Annex, see Annex item Nos. 4415, 0450, 3165, 
SLOG eo ios Pand3 7275 
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In summary, the Board concludes that the differences between the HS 
and the Customs Tariff, in the classification of parts, could be accommodated 
within the conversion process. To facilitate this transition to a classifi- 
cation basis which differs in several respects, the Board recommends a number 
of changes, both in the Schedule and the Annex. The objective of these recom- 
mendations, which concern all-embracing tariff items as well as others, is to 
minimize the duty changes consequent to conversion. While other options were 
considered, the approach recommended here is viewed as preferable to other 
alternatives which would appear to require cumbersome special provisions that 
would further complicate the already complex conversion process. 


VII. THE PUBLIC INQUIRY PROCESS 


The Organization of Reference 163 


Although some of the organizational aspects of Reference 163 have 
been mentioned earlier, the principal features of the public inquiry process 
are summarized in this section. 


As already noted, the work on this Reference has been divided into a 
number of phases. This report, Volume IV, completes the review of the main 
body of the draft Schedule as received by the Board. It also includes 
Chapter 98, an additional chapter encompassing a number of current tariff 
items containing provisions for non-commercial transactions such as donations 
from abroad, settlers' effects and the goods of foreign diplomats. 


Because of the more complex issues dealt with in the later Chapters 
and the need for the Board to complete its report as soon as feasible, some 
organizational changes have been necessary. Following the publication of its 
recommendations respecting Phase I (Chapters 1 to 24) and Phase II (Chapters 
25 to 67), the Board initially envisaged that its recommendations for the 
remaining Chapters, 68 through 98 would be presented in Phase III. A subse- 
quent stage, Phase IV, would provide for a review process pertaining to the 
recommended Schedule in its entirety; the Phase IV publication was also 
intended, to incorporate all remaining comments from interested parties and 
all necessary updating. 


The Board has had to revise this scheduling somewhat; currently in 
preparation is Volume III of Reference 163, now referred to as Phase III, 
Revisions to the Board's Recommendations Respecting Chapters 1 to 67. Volume 
III contains a number of updating revisions to these earlier Chapters, mainly 
resulting from Reference 159 and various Budget changes. As part of the 
review process, and to ensure that all parties have an opportunity to comment 
on the conversion process, a second public hearing pertaining to Chapters 1 to 
67 was held, on June 25, 1986. The Volume III report would thus also include 
a number of additional recommendations in response to the submissions made at 
this second hearing. Volume Iil has been scheduled for public release in 
January, 1987. 


The approach used in finalizing this volume covering Chapters 68 to 
98 has also necessarily been altered. Ina first stage, a public hearing was 
held on October 16, 1985 and subsequently, the Board's analysis and preli- 


minary recommendations for Chapters 68 to 98 were circulated as Staff 


Appraisal Reports together with the Supplementary Annex in draft form as it 
pertains to statutory end use items. In the second stage another public 
hearing was held, on July 30, 1986, to invite public commentary on the Board's 
proposals. Volume IV thus takes into account the submissions made for the 
initial 1985 public hearing as well as those further representations made in 
conjunction with the review hearing held in 1986. As described, Volume IV as 
well incorporates the updating required pursuant to Reference 157, Refer- 
ence 159 and various other budget changes to the Customs Tariff since 1982. 


The next stage of the reference, Phase V, with hearings tentatively 
scheduled to commence in March, 1987, will give interested parties an oppor- 
tunity to bring forward perceived problems relating to provisions to be 


included in the Supplementary Annex. As mentioned, Revenue Canada in its 
submission has provided an alternative structure for those tariff items which 
are to form the Supplementary Annex. Drawing upon both the Board's provi- 
sional draft and that of Revenue Canada, the Department of Finance has incor- 
porated a further schedule for this Annex. This revised Annex will serve as 
the basic schedule for Phase V in which the appropriate disposition of 
statutory Customs Tariff items with end use provisions will be reviewed in 
response to representations made by interested parties. The problems brought 
to light in this review process and ensuing recommendations, where accepted by 
the Minister of Finance, will be taken into account for future revisions to 
the Supplementary Annex. 


In addition to circulating its provisional Chapter reports on 
Chapters 68 to 98 to facilitate the hearing process and to provide as much 
background as possible the Board has also distributed certain staff papers to 
users of the Customs Tariff. In April, 1984 a basic discussion paper entitled 
Issues and Approach was made available and in June 1984 a further staff paper 
on the Supplementary Annex was circulated. 


For all of the public hearings held in conjunction with Reference 
163, the Board has gazetted its hearing notices well in advance. As well, the 
Board sent a separate notice to potentially interested parties such as trade 
associations, individual companies, consultants, customs brokers and others, 
incorporating the original letter of reference together with further details 
and a request for submissions. The resultant submissions, other representa- 
tions and the research of the Board's staff constituted the evidence on which 
the Board's recommendations were based. 


The Initial Public Hearing 


The first public hearing pertaining to Chapters 68 to 98 was held on 
October 16, 1985. The Board received 31 written submissions relating to these 
Chapters in addition to those representations made during the hearing:

Subsequent to the public hearing, a number of other briefs were 
submitted to the Board with respect to the Chapters under review. In the 
Board's opinion, there seemed to be no substantive reason to defer considera- 
tion of these further briefs to a later formal hearing. The following 14 
additional submissions have been fully taken into account in the Board's 
analysis of Chapters 68 to 98:

For the most part, the various submissions received expressed 
concern over the treatment which would apply under the HS to specific goods. 
Frequently, the request was for the restoration of an existing rate of duty. 
Other submissions raised broader issues dealing with perceived differences in 
classification procedures between the current Customs Tariff and the HS 
structure. In several instances the representations referred to classifi- 
cation ambiguities resulting from conversion. 


The Board sought to respond as fully as possible to all proposals 
received and its recommendations are designed as much as possible to reduce 
the impact of conversion on rates of duty. 


A number of briefs brought forward issues which were not covered by 
the Minister's directions for this inquiry. For example, some submissions 
were principally concerned with problems of current classification as opposed 
to changes consequential to conversion per se. Clearly these were outside the 
Board's mandate. Other briefs, in whole or in part, addressed changes in the 
BP or GP rate schedules, or the treatment of temporary items. Such concerns 
were noted and brought to the attention of the Minister. 


The Public Hearing of July, 1986 


As indicated, the Board in early 1986 completed its preliminary 
Chapter analyses and recommendations and subsequently circulated them to users 
of the Customs Tariff. To provide for a final review of the proposed Schedule 
for Chapters 68 through 98, a supplementary public hearing was held on July 
30, 1986 and, for this later hearing, the following 22 briefs were received:

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Some of the above submissions addressed issues brought to the 
Board's attention, in previous briefs, while others dealt primarily with the 
provisions of the Supplementary Annex. The Chapter reports in Volume IV, 
while responding to those various issues raised in the initial 1985 submis- 
sions, have been revised so as to take into account the further representa- 
tions made in connection with the later public hearing of July, 1986. 


Chapter Reports 


As for the earlier Phases, this report consists primarily of an 
analysis of the draft Schedule on a Chapter-by-Chapter basis. Each Chapter 
commences with a listing of all tariff items in the Customs Tariff which 
relate to the subject Chapter. This was done to make clear at the outset the 
products under discussion and to assist readers in identifying products of 
interest. In compiling this listing of present items, some difficulties 
emerged. Whereas the base for the conversion process is the 1982 version of 
the Customs Tariff, it has subsequently undergone revisions. As noted, recent 
changes have been introduced pursuant to earlier Board References 157 and 159 
and there have been other tariff item deletions, renumberings and additions. 
As much as possible, the listing given at the start of each individual Chapter 
uses the nomenclature of 1982. Where changes to the 1982 base have been 
identified, they are noted and described in appropriate references and 
footnotes in order to minimize possible confusion. 


The individual Chapter reports then proceed to summarize _ the 
submissions relevant to the subject Chapter and the Board's responding 
recommendations are presented. The Chapter discussion then sets forth other 
recommendations which result from the Board's investigations. Typically, the 
latter deal with rate revisions, but in some cases may include a discussion of 
significant nomenclature changes or may address certain problems of definition 
resulting from particular HS Chapters or Explanatory Notes. Where a major 
restructuring of an HS heading or subheading is involved, this may be 
presented in full along with the accompanying analysis. Other rate changes 
may be discussed with reference to Table 2, which in each Chapter shows all 
the rate changes recommended. 


For most of the Chapters the Board has recommended a number of 
relatively minor nomenclature revisions, mainly for clarity. These are listed 
in Table 1, and, being generally self-explanatory, do not require additional 
comment. The numbers in the “Reason for Change" column in Table 1 of each 
Chapter have the following meanings: 


l1- To align the English and French texts. 

2- To maintain consistency with the scope, texts or definitions from 
from one level to another (for example, 0.1.05,.19510.,.Gsee 
0104.10.00.00 of the HS)). 

3- To give a fuller meaning of the word "other" in cases where it was 
deemed possible and appropriate and where the scope of the class 
would appear to be ambiguous to the user. This was done by one of 
two methods: 

a) expanding the text by adding descriptive terms to the word 
“other” (for example, class 0106.00.00. 19)

b) renumbering the class (except at the HS level), delete the word 
"other" and given an exhaustive enumeration of the article (for 
example, class 0105.19 or class OVOD so SLO 90 (new 
O105.19.10720)). 

4- To improve the texts for example, by clarifying the scope or 
deleting redundant words. 

5- To add, delete or change the scope of statistical classes as 
requested by Statistics Canada. 

6- To change the tariff classes or rates of duty as a result of 
submissions from Canadian industries or based on the Board's review. 


Table 2 in each Chapter report presents a complete revised draft 
Schedule, including not only all recommended rate revisions but also all 
nomenclature changes. For identification, the changes recommended by the 
Board are marked with an asterisk (*) in the right hand margin of the page. 
Finally, the draft Schedule as received by the Board is appended for 
comparison purposes.

GENERAL RULES FOR THE INTERPRETATION OF THE CANADIAN CUSTOMS NOMENCLATURE 


Classification of goods In the Nomenclature shall be governed by the following principles: 


The titles of Sections, Chapters and sub-Chapters are provided for ease of reference only; for legal 
purposes, classification shall be determined according to the terms of the headings and any relative 
Section or Chapter Notes and, provided such headings or Notes do not otherwise require, according to 
the following provisions: 


(a) Any reference In a heading to an article shall be taken to Include a reference to that article 
incomplete or unfinished, provided that, as presented, the Incomplete or unfinished article has 
the essential character of the complete or finished article. It shall also be taken to Include a 
reference to that article complete or finished (or falling to be classified as complete or 
finished by virtue of this Rule), presented unassembled or disassembled. 


(b) Any reference in a heading to a material or substance shall be taken to Include a reference to 
mixtures or combinations of that materlal or substance with other materlals or substances. Any 
reference to goods of a given material or substance shall be taken to include a reference to 
goods consisting wholly or partly of such material or substance. The classification of goods 
consisting of more than one material or substance shal! be according to the principles of Rule 3. 


When by application of Rule 2(b) or for anynot hes reason, coos are, prima facie, classifiable under 
two or more headings, classification shall effected as follows: 


(a) The heading which provides the most specific description shall be preferred to headings providing 
a more general description. However, when two or more headings each refer to part only of the 
materlals or substances contained in mixed or composite goods or to part only of the Items In a 
set put up for retail sale, those headings are to be regarded as equally specific In relation to 
those goods, even If one of them glves a more complete or precise description of the goods. 


(b) Mixtures, composite goods consisting of different materials or made up of different components, 
and goods put up In sets for retall sale, which cannot be classified by reference to 3(a), shall 
be classified as If they consisted of the material or component which gives them their essential 
character, Insofar as this criterion [Is applicable. 


(c) When goods cannot be classified by reference to 3(a) or 3(b), they shall be classified under the 
heading which occurs last In numerical order among those which equally merit consideration. 


Goods which cannot be classified In accordance with the above Rules shall be classified under the 
heading appropriate to the goods to which they are most akin. 


In addition to the foregoing provisions, the following Rules shall apply in respect of the goods 
referred to therein: 


(a) Camera cases, musical Instrument cases, gun cases, drawing Instrument cases, necklace cases and 
similar containers, specially shaped or fitted to contain a specific article or set of articles, 
sultable for long-term use and presented with the articles for which they are Intended, shall be 
classifled with such articles when of a kind normally sold therewith. The Rule does not, 
however, apply to contalners which glve the whole its essential character; 


(b) Subject to the provisions of Rule 5(a) above, packing materials and packing containers presented 
with the goods therein shall be classified with the goods If they are of a kind normally used for 
packing such goods. However, this provision Is not binding when such packing materials or 
packing containers are clearly sultable for repetitive use. 


For legal purposes, the classification of goods in the subheadings of a heading or the tariff Items of 
a subheading shall be determined according to the terms of those subheadings or tariff Items and any 
related subheading or tariff Item Notes and, mutatis mutandis, to the above Rules, on the 
understanding that only subheadings or tariff Items af fhe same level are comparable. For the 
purposes of the Rule the relative Section and Chapter Notes also apply, unless the context otherwise 
requires.

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


Two of the submissions received by the Board during Phase III 
referred to items covered by Chapter 68. These two submissions were from 
DOMCO Industries Ltd. and Babcock-Wilcox Refractories. DOMCO also presented a 
brief for the final hearing regarding Phase III held in July, 1986. 


In its original brief DOMCO referred to classification problems 
pertaining to mineral fibre board (MFB), a form of flooring felt. In 
subsequent submissions it was pointed out that MFB, primarily of rockwool 
fibres, was at present entered under tariff item 19200-2, at 6.5 p.c. MFN, but 
upon conversion would be classified under tariff line 6806.10.00 at the higher 
rate of 11.3%. A similar concern was expressed respecting flooring felt when 
comprised mainly of talc. This second product, also under 19200-2 at 6.5 p.c. 
MFN, would be classified to tariff line 6815.99.99 at 10.22%. 


The Board considered the concerns expressed by DOMCO to be justified 
and recommends that appropriate breakouts be introduced under subheading Nos. 
6806.10 and 6806.90, to maintain the existing 6.5 p.c. MFN rate for the type of 
flooring products described here. A minor nomenclature change is also 
included, to clarify possible uncertainty respecting the terms “sheeting” as 
opposed to "sheathing". The Board's recommendation is shown below.

Babcock-Wilcox Refractories manufactures goods competitive with 
imports undete.tariff, item —28116-), The company's concern was that import 
statistics for goods competitive with its products should continue to be 
available and it requested a statistical breakout in the HS. The Board agrees 
and recommends the introduction of statistical line 6806.10.90.10 respecting 
alumino silicate ceramic fibres, supplemented by a complementary statistical 
line, 6806.10.90.90 - "Other mineral wools"” (See Table 68.1). 


In the Board's analysis of the proposed HS conversion, it was noted 
that the rate of duty under tariff line 6802.91.00 (9% MFN), with respect to 
goods now classified to tariff item 30800-1 at 12.5 p.c., satisfies the Board's 
criteria for the restoration of existing rates. However, since both the 
current item “manufactures of stone, n.o.p." and the new tariff line are 
residual, or basket items, specific identification is not possible, and, 
accordingly, the Board makes no recommendation. 


The problem, under tariff line 6802.92.00, was quite different. Here 
the Board found that the trade weighted average calculation was in error; the 
MFN rate should have been 9.9% instead of 11.5%. Accordingly, the Board 
recommends that the rate for tariff line 6802.92.00 be amended from 11.5% to 
9.9% MFN. 


Pursuant to the Board's recommendations under Reference 159, a new 
tariff item was introduced in 1985, item 19200-7, “Gypsum wallboard". The MFN 
rate provided. for is.9.4 p.¢.,, retlecting a minor increase .over the 9.2 p.c. 
rate previously applying. The draft Schedule does not incorporate this upward 
adjustment, however, as gypsum wallboard under 6809.11.00.20 retains the 
previous 9.24 MFN rate. In order to provide for the revised rate, the Board 
recommends the change below:

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


Representations were made to the Board respecting this Chapter in 
briefs submitted by The Refractories Association of Canada (TRAC), by American 
Standard and by Olympia Floor and Wall Tile Company (Olympia). TRAC recom- 
mended restructuring part of Chapter 69. The American Standard brief was 
concerned with the reinstatement of a GPT rate. Olympia argued that the 
conversion process may prejudice their position pending the outcome of a Tariff 
Board Appeal. 


The Refractories Association of Canada requested that "plastic fire 
bricks" of Chapter 69 be distinguished from "refractory cements" of 
Chapter 38. TRAC suggested that "plastic fire bricks" be dropped from Chapter 
69 and that the product be placed under Chapter 38. This request was put 
forward as a result of confusion between "refractory cements" in Chapter 38 and 
“plastic firebrick" in Chapter 69. The Board recommends that the term "plastic 
firebrick" provided for in 6902.90.90.30 be dropped from Chapter 69 and placed 
in Chapter 38 (38.16). 


American Standard requested that the GPT rate, of 7.5 p.c., for 
vitreous china bowls and tanks and combinations thereof, entering under item 
28900-2, be applied to the draft Schedule for 6910.90.00.31, 6910.90.00.32 and 
6910.90.00.33. As the GP Tariff is outside the scope of Reference 163, the 
Board brings that request to the Minister's attention. 


The brief by Olympia pertains to vitreous and semivitreous ceramic 


tiles concorded to subheading Nos. 69.07 and 69.08, both of which attract an 
MFN rate of 12.5%. 


Historically, the ceramic tiles in question were classified to item 
28415-1 which, until recently, read: 


Earthenware tiles, n.o.p. Leo Deka 
Following decisions of the Tariff Board and the Federal Court of Appeal, the 
tiles were held to be properly classified within tariff item 28205-1 which 
reads: 

Manufactures of clay or cement, n.o.p. os Pes 

However, item 28415-1 was amended in 1985 to read: 

Earthenware and other clay tiles, n.o.p. Ze) pee. 
As a result, the Department of National Revenue, Customs and Excise, has been 
classifying vitreous and semivitreous tiles under tariff item 28415-1 as 


amended, and the allocation of this current item to heading Nos. 69.07 and 
69.08 has not resulted in a change in the rate of duty, i.e., 12.5%.

The question of classification of vitreous and semivitreous tile is 
once again to be the subject of an appeal to the Tariff Board (Appeal No. 2548) 
to be heard in January 1987. However, as current practice does not result in 
rate changes arising from the conversion process, no action is required at this 
time. 


Consequent to the Board's recommendations under Reference 159 the MFN 
rate for tariff item 28900-1, which covers such articles as baths, basins, 
lavatories and sinks; was revised, from) 11.3 .p.c. to Ji.4 p.ec. This: recent 
change is not reflected in the draft Schedule respecting heading No. 69.10. 
The MFN rate shown for tariff lines 6910.10.00 and 6910.90.00 should therefore 
be adjusted upward, from 11.3% to 11.4%, as shown in Table 69.2. 


A similar change is necessary for 6912.00.00.92, “Portable wash 
basins", as these goods also enter at present under tariff item 28900-1 at the 
revised MFN rate of 11.4 pec. The recommendation made is shown below.

The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


The Board received four submissions pertaining to Chapter 70. Ford 


Glass Limited requested a further breakout of statistical categories and sub- 


categories under heading Nos. 70.03, 70.05, 70.08 and 70.09. 
these proposals, and the changes are included in Table 70.1.

In addition, the Canadian Textiles Institute questioned why end use 
items 55805-1 and 55815-1, had not been included in the Supplementary Annex. 
These items, which cover textile glass fibres used in the manufacture of 
textile yarns, and carry an MFN rate of Free have been allocated to tariff line 
7019.10.10 at 8.54 MFN. There appears to be no justification for adding these 
two end use items to the Supplementary Annex because there were no imports 
recorded in 1980-82. The Board brings to the Minister's attention the 
Institute's concern that the concessionary rates for temporary items 57430-1, 
57460-1, 56275-1, 44510-1, 44510-2 and 56511-1 should be maintained. 


The Institute also expressed concern about a substantial increase in 
duty for those goods presently entering duty-free under tariff item 55910-1. 
These goods ("waste portions of unused fabrics ...") have been allocated to 
tariff lines 6310.10.00 and 6310.90.00 at Free MFN and to tariff line 
7019.20.90, namely 7019.20.90.39, at 254 MFN. However, since all the imports 
under item 55910-1 have been concorded to the two tariff lines of Chapter 63 
and none to 7019.20.90.39, the Board recommends that no change be made to 
tariff, line” 7019. 20590. 


In its original brief to the Board, and also in its subsequent 
submission respecting the review of Chapters 68 to 98, the Institute felt that 
there would be a loss of protection for some of the glass filament or yarn now 
classified under tariff items 55825-1 and 55830-1. It is noted, however, that 
all of the goods under these two existing items were allocated to two 
HS “lines, namely” 7019, 10529510"and* *7019.101'29'.'203" with San MEN raterPoE 152 *e0 
apply. As no change from the present rate of duty would result, the Board, 
similarly, makes no recommendation. 


Libbey-St. Clair (Libbey) submitted that end use items 32642-1, 
“artdclesy of glassware | Pi.) used: 4) swith wpreectious metals: 133/20) arid?) 32660-1 , 
“articles of glass ... for use in ... cut or decorated glassware ..." should be 
retained in the Supplementary Annex with their present descriptions of goods 
and rates of duty, and that drawback item 97007-1, “machine made tumblers of 
glass, not cut nor decorated" should be continued. The drawback concern, while 
outside the Board's terms of reference is noted. The Board recommends that the 
two end use items be incorporated in the Supplementary Annex as requested. 


Libbey also requested that coffee mugs, beer mugs, tankards, shot 
glasses and mixing glasses, and other miscellaneous glass products be men- 
tioned specifically. The Board, therefore, recommends that statistical 
breakouts /013.39590.30, 7015.90.90.30, 7015.90. 90240," 7020.00,90.20 and 
7020.00.90.30 (as listed in Table 70.1), be added to the revised Schedule. 


Libbey also expressed concern with the proposed BP rate of 11.34 under 
tariff lines 7013.39.10 and 7013.99.10. These lines have been converted from 
item 32612-1 which is dutiable at 10 p.c. under the BP Tariff. Although the BP 
tariff is not within the Board's mandate it is noted that restoration of the 
10% BP duty under these proposed items, would be appropriate. Libbey's 
submission that the proposed 10.2% MFN duty rate under tariff line 7013.91.90 
be changed to 11.3% is unfounded because this proposed item has been converted 
from item 32615-1 dutiable at 10.2 pec. MFN and not item 32608-1, 11.3 p.c. 
MFN, as claimed by the company. 


Libbey's concerns about candleholders and candelabras fall within the 
scope of Chapter 94 and are treated in that Chapter. 


Pursuant to the Board's previous recommendations respecting Reference 
159, the MFN rate pertaining to tariff item 32603-1, “Demijohns or carboys, 
bottles, flasks; phials,. jars ‘and’ balls. of, glass. mot sacut ... 4 Was revised 
upward, from 11.3 pec. to 11.4 pec. This tariff item determines several of the 
rates shown in the draft Schedule for Chapter 70. To incorporate this recent 
revision it is recommended that, respecting tariff lines 7010.90.90, 
7012.00.90, 7017.10.00 and 7017.90.00, the 11.3% MFN rate shown in the draft 
Schedule be amended to 11.4% (see Table 70.2). 


The Board notes that, according to the concordance, various glassware 
products now under tariff item 32603-1 would also be classified to heading 
No. /0.13, “specifically “to 77013.39.10.20 and 7013-539..10.40. Since the 
provision of this heading is limited to glassware if "cut" and tariff item 
32603-1 covers only glassware when “not cut", no recommendation is made to 
change the 11.3% MFN rate shown for tariff line 7013.39.10. 


Furthermore, the Board recommends that the following provision be 
added to proposed tariff line 7010.90.10 in order to provide for the duty free 
entry of glass containers and closures thereof, currently classified under 
tarift item 20630=1. 


7010.90.10 -e-; blood storage bottles and stoppers or 
other closures thereof 


In relation to changes introduced in the Budget of May 23, 1985, the 
Board recommends that the wording of tariff line 7012.00.10 be changed to 
"Single or double hollow shapes of glass, whether silvered or not" to reflect a 
similar change in the wording of tariff item 32627-1.

This Chapter does not cover 


(a) Goods of heading No.32.07 (for example, vitrifiable enamels and glazes, glass 
frit, other glass in the form of powder, granules or flakes); 


(b) Articles of Chapter 71 (for example, imitation jewellery); 


(c) Optical fibre cables of heading No. 85.44, electrical insulators (heading 
‘ No. 85.46) or fittings of insulating material (heading No. 85.47); 


(d) Optical fibres, optically worked optical elements, hypodermic syringes,artificial 
eyes, thermometers, barometers, hydrometers or other articles of Chapter 90; 


(e) Lamps or lighting fittings, illuminated signs, illuminated name-plates or the 
like, having a permanently fixed light source, or parts thereof of heading 
No. 94.05; 


(f) Toys, games, sports requisites, Christmas tree ornaments or other articles of 
Chapter 95 (excluding glass eyes without mechanisms for dolls or for other 
articles of Chapter 95); or 


(q) Buttons, fitted vacuum flasks, scent or similar sprays or other articles of 
Chapter 96. 


For the purposes of heading Nos. 70.03, 70.04 and 70.05: 


(a) glass is not regarded as "worked"! by reason of any process it has undergone 
before annealing; 


(b) cutting to shape does not affect the classification of glass in sheets; 


(c) the expression "absorbent or reflecting layer" means a microscopically thin 
coating of metal or of a chemical compound (for example, metal oxide) which 
absorbs, for example, infra-red light or improves the reflecting qualities of the 
glass while still allowing it to retain a degree of transparency or translucency. 


The products referred to in heading No. 70.06 remain classified in that heading 
whether or not they have the character of articles. 


For the purposes of heading No. 70.19, the expression "glass wool" means: 


(a) Mineral wools with a silica (Si0,) content not less than 60 % by weight; 

(b) Mineral wools with a silica (Si0.) content less than 60 % but with an alkaline 
oxide (kK .0 or Na,0) content exceeding 5 % by weight or a boric oxide (B,0.) 
content exceeding 2 % by weight. 


Mineral wools which do not comply with the above specifications fall in heading

GLASS AND GLASSWARE

This Chapter does not cover: 


(a) Goods of heading No. 32.07 (for example, vitrifiable enamels and glazes, 
glass frit, other glass in the form of powder, granules or flakes); 


(ob) Articles of Chapter 71 (for example, imitation jewellery); 


(c) Optical fibre cables of heading No. 85.44, electrical insulators 
(heading No. 85.46) or fittings of insulating material (heading No. 
85.47); 


(d) Optical fibres, optically worked optical elements, hypodermic syringes, 
artificial eyes, thermometers, barometers, hydrometers or other articles 
of Chapter 90; 


(e) Lamps or lighting fittings, illuminated signs, illuminated name-plates 
or the like, having a permanently fixed light source, or parts thereof 
of heading No. 94.05; 


(f) Toys, games, sports requisites, Christmas tree ornaments or other 
articles of Chapter 95 (excluding glass eyes without mechanisms for 
Golls or for other articles of Chapter 95); or 


(g) Buttons, fitted vacuum flasks, scent or similar sprays or other articles 
of Chapter 96. 


For the purpose of heading Nos. 70.03, 70.04 and 70.05: 


(a) glass is not regarded as "worked" by reason of any process it has 
undergone before annealing; 


(b) cutting to shape does not affect the classification of glass in sheets; 


(c) the expression "absorbent or reflecting layer" means a microscopically 
thin coating of metal or of a chemical compound (for example, metal 
oxide) which absorbs, for example, infra-red light or improves the 
reflecting qualities of the glass while still allowing it to retaina 
Gegree of transparency or translucency. 


The products referred to in heading No. 70.06 remain classified in that 
heading whether or not they have the character of articles. 


For the purpose of heading No. 70.19, the expression "glass wool" means: 

(a) Mineral wools with a silica (Si0,) content not less than 60% by weight; 

(b) Mineral wools with a silica (Si0,) content less than 60% but with an 
alkaline oxide (K,O or Na,O) content exceeding 5% by weight or a boric 


oxide (B,0,) content exceeding 2% by weight. 


Mineral wools which do not comply with the above specifications fall in 
heading No. 68.06. 


Throughout the Nomenclature, the expression "glass" includes fused quartz and 
other fused silica.

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations

As a result of the Board's examination of the draft Schedule several 
instances were found where the proposed rate met the criteria for restoring the 
current rate. At issue are subheading Nos. 7LIS.Uh, #213. 19. Lionas

Chapter 71 


NATURAL OR CULTURED PEARLS, PRECIOUS 
OR SEMI-PRECIOUS STONES, PRECIOUS METALS, 
METALS CLAD WITH PRECIOUS METAL, 

AND ARTICLES THEREOF; 

IMITATION JEWELLERY; COIN

Subject to Note 1 (a) to Section VI and except as provided below, all articles 
consisting wholly or partly: 


(a) Of natural or cultured pearls or of precious or semi-precious stones (natural, 
synthetic or reconstructed), or 


(b) Of precious metal or of metal clad with precious metal, are to be classified in 
this Chapter. 


(a) Heading Nos. 71.13, 71.14 and 71.15 do not cover articles in which precious metal 


or metal clad with precious metal is present as minor constituents only, such as 
minor fittings or minor ornamentation (for example, monograms, ferrules apd rims, 


and paragraph (b) of the foregoing Note does not apply to such articles. 


(b) Heading No. 71.16 does not cover articles containing precious metal or metal clad 
with precious metal (other than as minor constituents). 


This Chapter does not cover: 

(a) Amalgams of precious metal, or colloidal precious metal (heading No. 28.43); 

(b) Sterile surgical suture materials, dental fillings or other goods of Chapter 30; 
(c) Articles of Chapter 32 (for example, lustres); 

(d) Handbags or other articles of heading No. 42.02 or articles of heading No. 42.03; 
(e) Articles of heading No. 43.03 or 43.04; 

(f) Goods of Section XI (textiles and textile articles); 

(g) Footwear, headgear or other articles of Chapter 64 or 65; 

(h) Umbrellas, walking-sticks or other articles of Chapter 66; 

(ij) Abrasive goods of heading No. 68.04 or 68.05 or Chapter 82, containing dust or 
powder of precious or semi-precious stones (natural or synthetic); articles of 
Chapter 82 with a working part of precious or semi-precious stones (natural, 
synthetic or reconstructed); machinery, mechanical appliances or electrical 
goods, or parts thereof, of Section XVI. However, articles and parts thereof, 
wholly of precious or semi-precious stones (natural, synthetic or reconstructed) 
remain classified in this Chapter, except unmounted worked sapphires and diamonds 
for styli (heading No. 85.22); 

(k) Articles of Chapter 90, 91 or 92 (scientific instruments, clocks and watches, 


musical instruments); 


The underlined portion of this Note constitutes an optional text. 


Pe Sh: 


(1) Arms or parts thereof (Chapter 93); 
(m) Articles covered by Note 2 to Chapter 95; 


(n) Articles of Chapter 96 other than those of heading Nos. 96.01 to 96.06 or 96.15; 
or 


(0) Original sculptures or statuary (heading No. 97.03), collectors' pieces (heading 
No. 97.05) or antiques of an age exceeding one hundred years (heading No. 97.06), 
other than natural or cultured pearls or precious or semi-precious stones. 


(a) The expression "precious metal" means silver, gold and platinum. 


(b) The expresssion "platinum" means platinum, iridium, osmium, palladium, rhodium 
and ruthenium. 


(c) The expression "precious or semi-precious stones" does not include any of the 
substances specified in Note 2 (b) to Chapter 96. 


For the purposes of this Chapter, any alloy (including a sintered mixture and an 
inter-metallic compound) containing precious metal is to be treated as an alloy of 
precious metal if any one precious metal constitutes as much as 2 %, by weight, of the 
alloy. Alloys of precious metal are to be classified according to the following 
rules: 


(a) An alloy containing 2 % or more, by weight, of platinum is to be treated as any 
alloy of platinum; 


(b) An alloy containing 2 % or more, by weight, of gold but no platinum, or less than 
2%, by weight, of platinum, is to be treated as an alloy of gold; 


(c) Other alloys containing 2 % or more, by weight, of silver are to be treated as 
alloys of silver. 


Except where the context otherwise requires, any reference in the Nomenclature to 
precious metal or to any particular precious metal includes a reference to alloys 
treated as alloys of precious metal or of the particular metal in accordance with the 
rules in Note 5 above, but not to metal clad with precious metal or to base metal or 
non-metals plated with precious metal. 


Throughout the Nomenclature the expression "metal clad with precious metal" means 
material made with a base of metal upon one or more surfaces of which there is affixed 
by soldering, brazing, welding, hot-rolling or similar mechanical means a covering of 
precious metal. Except where the context otherwise requires, the expression also 
covers base metal inlaid with precious metal. 


For the purposes of heading No. 71.13, the expression "articles of jewellery" means: 


(a) Any small objects of personal adornment (gem-set or not) (for example, rings, 
bracelets, necklaces, brooches, ear-rings, watch-chains, fobs, pendants, 
tie-pins, cuff-links, dress-studs, religious or other medals and insignia); and 


(b) Articles of personal use of a kind normally carried in the pocket, in the handbag 
or on the person (such as cigarette cases, powder boxes, chain purses, cachou 
boxes).

For the purposes of heading No. 71.14, the expression "articles of goldsmiths! or 
silversmiths! wares" includes such articles as ornaments, tableware, toilet-ware, 
smokers! requisites and other articles of household, office or religious use. 


For the purposes of heading No. 71.17, the expression "imitation jewellery" means 
articles of jewellery within the meaning of paragraph (a) of Note 8 above (but not 
including buttons or other articles of heading No. 96.06, or dress-combs, hair-slides 
or the like, and hairpins, of heading No. 96.15), not incorporating natural or 
cultured pearls, precious or semi-precious stones (natural, synthetic or 
reconstructed) nor (except as plating or as minor constituents) precious metal or 
metal clad with precious metal. 


Subheading Legal Notes. 


1. 


For the purposes of subheading Nos. 7106.10, 7108.11, 7110.11, 7110.21, 7110.31 and 
7110.41, the expressions "powder" and "in powder form" mean products of which 90 % or 
more by weight passes through a sieve having a mesh aperture of 0.5 mm. 


Notwithstanding the provisions of Chapter Note 4 (b), for the purposes of subheading 
Nos. 7110.11 and 7110.19, the expression "platinum" does not include iridium, osmium, 
palladium, rhodium or ruthenium. 


For the classification of alloys in the subheadings of heading No. 71.10, each alloy 
is to be classified with that metal, platinum, palladium, rhodium, iridium, osmium or 
ruthenium which predominates by weight over each other of these metals.

(pb) An alloy containing 2% or more, by weight, of gold but no platinum, or 
less than 2%, by weight, of platinum, is to be treated as an alloy of 
gold; 


(c) Other alloys containing 2% or more, by weight, of silver are to be 
treated as alloys of silver. 


Except where the context otherwise requires, any reference in the 
Nomenclature to precious metal or to any particular precious metal includes a 
reference to alloys treated as alloys of precious metal or of the particular 
metal in accordance with the rules in Note 5 above, but not to metal clad 
with precious metal or to base metal or non-metals plated with precious 
metal. 


Throughout the Nomenclature the expression "metal clad with precious metal" 
means material made with a base of metal upon one or more surfaces of which 
there is affixed by soldering, brazing, welding, hot-rolling or similar 
mechanical means a covering of precious metal. Except where the context 
otherwise requires, the expression also covers base metal inlaid with 
precious metal. 


For the purpose of heading No. 71.13, the expression "articles of jewellery" 
means: 


(a) Any small objects of personal adornment (gem-set or not) (for example, 
rings, bracelets, necklaces, brooches, ear-rings, watch-chains, fobs, 
pendants, tie-pins, cuff-links, dress-studs, religious or other medals 
and insignia); and 


(b) Articles of personal use of a kind normally carried in the pocket, in 
the handbag or on the person (Such as cigarette cases, powder boxes, 
chain purses, cachou boxes). 


For the purpose of heading No. 71.14, the expression "articles of goldsmiths' 
or silversmiths' wares" includes such articles aS ornaments, tableware, 
toilet-ware, smokers' requisites and other articles of household, office or 
religious use.

(e) Goods of Chapter 71 (for example, precious metal alloys, base metal clad with 
precious metal, imitation jewellery); 


(f) Articles of Section XVI (machinery, mechanical appliances and electrical goods); 


(g) Assembled railway or tramway track (heading No. 86.08) or other articles of 
Section XVII (vehicles, ships and boats, aircraft); 


(h) Instruments or apparatus of Section XVIII, including clock or watch springs; 


(ij) Lead shot prepared for ammunition (heading No. 93.06) or other articles of 
Section XIX (arms and ammunition); 


(k) Articles of Chapter 94 (for example, furniture, mattress supports, lamps and 
lighting fittings, illuminated signs, prefabricated buildings); 


(1) Articles of Chapter 95 (for example, toys, games, sports requisites); 


(m) Hand sieves, buttons, pens, pencil-holders, pen nibs or other articles of 
Chapter 96 (miscellaneous manufactured articles); or 


(n) Articles of Chapter 97 (for example, works of art). 
Throughout the Nomenclature, the expression "parts of general use" means: 


(a) Articles of heading No. 73.07, 73.12, 73.15, 73.17 or 73.18 and similar articles 
of other base metal; 


(b) Springs and leaves for springs, of base metal, other than clock or watch springs 
(heading No. 91.14); and 


(c) Articles of heading Nos. 83.01, 83.02, 83.08, 83.10 and frames and mirrors, of 
base metal, of heading No. 83.06. 


In Chapters 73 to 76 and 78 to 82 (but not in heading No. 73.15) references 
to parts of goods do not include references to parts of general use as defined above. 


Subject to the preceding paragraph and to Note 1 to Chapter 83, the 
articles of Chapter 82 or 83 are excluded from Chapters 72 to 76 and 78 to 81.

Be. Lhe Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


Submissions dealing with this Chapter were received from the Canadian 
Steel Industry Statistics Committee (CSISC) and” Canbro ‘Inc’’;' (Canbro).* As’ a 
result of these briefs a number of revisions are recommended to the structure 
of Chapter 72. 


The CSISC expressed concerns about both rate and nomenclature changes 
resulting from the referred Schedule. The CSISC noted that tariff item 37501-1 
provides for ferro-manganese at a duty of 0.4 ct/lb (i.e., equivalent to 0.88 
ct/kg) on “the manganese contained therein”. On conversion to subheading 
No. 7202.11, as indicated in the referred Schedule, the rate increased to 
0.98¢/kg and reference to manganese content was omitted. It was argued in the 
brief that the net effect would be an increase of 39 per cent in the rate of 
duty. The Board notes that a corrigendum was issued by the Department of 
Finance, dated March 13, 1985, which would restore the rate of duty now 
applicable and which to some extent would retain the present provision whereby 
the amount of duty payable is calculated in terms of manganese content. It 
recommends that the manganese content qualification with respect to the MFN 
rate of duty be retained as follows:

The CSISC also submitted that elimination of the manganese content 
provision of tariff item 37502-1 in subheading No. 7202.30 would result in a 
increase of 53.64 in the duty payable. The Board found that the corrigendum 
issued by the Department of Finance had corrected this omission but the Board 
recommends the insertion of the phrase "or fraction thereof" in the following 
manner:

In addition, the CSISC requested that all references to 5.84 mm in the 
description of goods in Chapter 72 be changed to 4.75 mm. It was argued that 
although in defining steel plate the Customs Tariff specifies both 5.84 mm and 
4,75 mm, in combination with certain width criteria, the continuation of this 
definition in the Schedule would present difficulties. The CSISC felt that it 
would be preferable to use one thickness dimension, i.e., 4.75 mm in defining 
plate. The Board concurs with this viewpoint and recommends that all 
references to 5.84 mm in the description of goods be changed to 4.75 mm.

Canbro, a manufacturer of metal powders expressed concern that there 
was no explicit definitions respecting the terms "shot", “flakes” and "grain" 
in the Notes to Section XV. Canbro requested therefore, that the definition of 
these terms be inserted into the Legal Notes of this Section. (1 


The Board notes that the HS classifies "shot" under the provision for 
“granules” in the Explanatory Notes to heading No. 72.05. In addition, 
granules are defined in Chapter 72, Note 1l(h) as products of iron and steel of 
which less than 90% by weight passes through a sieve with a mesh aperture of 
less than 1 mm and of which 90% or more by weight passes through a sieve with a 
mesh aperture of 5 mm. Satisfied that this definition is applicable to iron 
and steel shot, the Board does not recommend a change in this regard. 


There is no definition for "flakes" in either Section XV or Chapter 
Notes. The Explanatory Notes to subheading No. 7406.20 state that "flakes", 
and "powders", of a lamellar structure are produced by grinding foil, and point 
out that the lamellar structure of flakes can be seen with the naked eye or a 
magnifying glass while powders require a microscope. However, Note 6(b) to 
Section XV defines powders as products of which 90% or more by weight passes 
through a sieve having a mesh aperture of 1 mm. Thus "flakes" are a coarser 
product than "powders". The Board is of the opinion that the "powder" defini- 
tion is sufficient to distinguish “powder” from "flakes" and, therefore, makes 
no recommendations in this regard. 


Canbro also questioned whether "stainless steel powder", as covered in 
tariff line 7205.21.10, should be in heading No. 72.18 instead of heading 
No. 72.05 and proposed that a separate statistical line be created for lamellar 
stainless steel powder. 


It is the Board's opinion that stainless steel powder is correctly 
allocated to heading No. 72.05 which covers granules and powders of all types 
of iron or steel and of alloy steel. The Board points out that, while heading 
No. 72,18 deals with stainless steel per se, the more appropriate and specific 
classification is "powder" under heading No. 72.05. It, therefore, accepts the 
referred Schedule's allocation of stainless steel powder to heading No. 72.05. 
The Board, however, accepts Canbro's request for a separate breakout for 
lamellar stainless steel powder. This change would not affect existing duty 
rates but would make available better statistical information. The Board, 
therefore, recommends that two statistical lines be inserted. (See 
Table 72.1). 


The Board's analysis of Chapter 72 revealed that MFN rates proposed 
for 11 tariff lines required revision resulting from updated trade data. 
Subsequent to the publication of the draft Schedule for Chapter 72 revisions 
were made to the trade data for the base period 1980-82. The Board, therefore, 
recommends the following changes: 


(1) Respecting "grain" of copper and aluminum, changes have been recommended to 


the referred Schedule (see discussion in Chapters 74 and 76).

Chapter 72 


IRON AND STEEL 


Legal Notes. 


1; 


In this Chapter and, in the case of Notes (d), (e) and (f) throughout the 


Nomenclature, the following expressions have the meanings hereby assigned to them: 


(a) Pig Iron 


Iron-carbon alloys not usefully malleable, containing more than 2 % by weight of 
carbon and which may contain by weight one or more other elements within the 


following limits: 


- not more than 10 % of chromium 


not more than 6 % of manganese 


not more than 3 % of phosphorous 
- not more than 8 % of silicon 


a total of not more than 10 % of other elements. 


(b) Spiegeleisen 


Iron-carbon alloys containing by weight more than 6 % but not more than 30 % of 


manganese and otherwise conforming to the specification at (a) above. 


(c) Ferro-alloys 


Alloys in pigs, blocks, lumps or similar primary forms, in forms obtained by 
continuous casting and also in granular or powder forms, whether or not 
agglomerated, commonly used as an additive in the manufacture of other alloys or 
as de-oxidants, de-sulphurising agents or for similar uses in ferrous metallurgy 
and generally not usefully malleable, containing by weight 4 % or more of the 


element iron and one or more of the following: 
- more than 10 % of chromium 


- more than 30 % of manganese 


more than 3 % of phosphorous 


more than 8 % of silicon 


maximum content of 10 % in the case of copper. 


(d) Steel 


Ferrous materials other than those of heading No. 72.03 which (with the exception 
of certain types produced in the form of castings) are usefully malleable and 
which contain by weight 2 % or less or carbon. However, chromium steels may 


contain higher proportions of carbon.

Products of which less than 90 % by weight passes through a sieve with a mesh 


aperture of 1 mm and of which 90 % or more by weight passes through a sieve with 
a mesh aperture of 5 mm.

Sewi-finished products 


Continuous cast products of solid section, whether or not subjected to primary 
hot-rolling; and 


Other products of solid section, which have not been further worked than 
subjected to primary hot-rolling or roughly shaped by forging, including blanks 
for angles, shapes or sections.

Flat-rolled products 


Rolled products of solid rectangular (other than square) cross-section, which do 
not conform to the definition at (ij) above in the form of: 


- coils of successively superimposed layers, or 


- straight lengths, which if of a thickness less than 4.75 mm are of a width 
measuring at least ten times the thickness or if of a thickness of 4.75 mm or 
more are of a width which exceeds 150 mm and measures at least twice the 
thickness. 


Flat-rolled products include those with patterns in relief derived directly 
from rolling (for example, grooves, ribs, chequers, tears, buttons, lozenges) and 
those which have been perforated, corrugated or polished, provided that they do 
not thereby assume the character of articles or products of other headings. 


Flat-rolled products of a shape other than rectangular or square, of any 
size are to be classified as products of a width of 600 mm or more, provided that 
they do not assume the character of articles or products of other headings. 


Bars and rods, hot-rolled, in irregularly wound coils 


Hot-rolled products in irreqularly wound coils, which have a solid cross-section 
in the shape of circles, segments of circles, ovals, rectangles (including 
squares), triangles or other convex polygons. These products may have 
indentations, ribs, grooves or other deformations produced during the rolling 
process (reinforcing bars and rods). 


Other bars and rods 


Products which do not conform to any of the definitions at (ij), (k) or (1) above 
or to the definition of wire, which have a uniform solid cross-section along 
their whole length in the shape of circles, segments of circles, ovals, 
rectangles (including squares), triangles or other convex polygons. These 
products may: 


- have indentations, ribs, grooves or other deformations produced during the 
rolling process (reinforcing bars and rods); 


- be twisted after rolling.

(n) Angles, shapes and sections 


Products having a uniform solid cross-section along their whole length which do 
not conform to any of the definitions at (ij), (k), (1), or (m) above or to the 
definition of wire. 


Chapter 72 does not include products of heading No. 73.01 or 73.02. 
(o) Wire 


Cold-formed products in coils, of any uniform solid cross-section along their 
whole length, which do not conform to the definition of flat-rolled products. 


(p) Hollow drill bars and rods 


Hollow bars and rods of any cross-section, suitable for drills, of which the 
greatest external dimension of the cross-section exceeds 15 mm but does not 
exceed 52 mm, and of which the greatest internal dimension does not exceed one 
half of the greatest external dimension. Hollow bars and rods of iron or steel 
not conforming to this definition are to be classified in heading No. 73.04. 


Ferrous metals clad with another ferrous metal are to be classified as products of the 
ferrous metal predominating by weight. 


Iron or steel products obtained by electrolytic deposition, by pressure casting or by 
sintering are to be classified, according to their form, their composition and their 
appearance, in the headings of this Chapter appropriate to similar hot-rolled 
products. 


Subheading Legal Notes. 


1. 


In this Chapter the following expressions have the meanings hereby assigned to them: 
(a) Alloy pig iron 
Pig iron containing, by weight, separately or together: 


- more than 0.2 % of chromium 


more than 0.3 % of copper 


more than 0.3 % of nickel 


more than 0.1 % of any of the following elements: aluminum, molybdenum, 
titanium, tungsten (wolfram), vanadium. 


(b) Won-alloy free-cutting steel 


Non-alloy steel containing, by weight, one or more of the following elements in 
the specified proportions: 


- 0.08 % or more of sulphur 


- 0.1 % or more of lead 


- more than 0.05 % of selenium 
- more than 0.01 % of tellurium 
- more than 0.05 % of bismuth. 

(c) Silicon, electrical steel 
Alloy steels containing by weight at least 0.6 % but not more than 6 % of silicon 
and not more than 0.08 % of carbon. They may also contain by weight not more 
than 1 % of aluminum but no other element in a proportion that would give the 
steel the characteristics of another alloy steel. 

(d) High speed steel 
Alloy steels containing, with or without other elements, at least two of the 
three elements molybdenum, tungsten and vanadium with a combined content by 
weight of 7 % or more, 0.6 % or more of carbon and 3 to 6 % of chromium. 

(e) Silico-manganese steel 
Alloy steels containing by weight: 
- 0.35 % or more but not more than 0.7 % of carbon, 
- 0.5 % of more but not more than 1.2 % of manganese, and 
- 0.6 % or more but not more than 2.3 % of silicon, but not containing any other 

element in a proportion that would give the steel the characteristics of 


another alloy steel. 


For the classification of ferro-alloys in the subheadings of heading No. 72.02 the 
following rule should be observed: 


A ferro-alloy is considered as binary and classified under the relevant subheading (if 
it exists) if only one of the alloy elements exceeds the minimum percentage laid down 
in Chapter Note 1 (c); by analogy, it is considered respectively as ternary or 
quaternary if two or three alloy elements exceed the minimum percentage. 


For the application of this rule the unspecified “other elements" referred to in 
Chapter Note 1 (c) must each exceed 10 % by weight.

In this Chapter and, in the case of Notes (d), (e) and (f) throughout the 
Nomenclature, the following expressions have the meanings hereby assigned to 
them: 
(a) Pig iron 
Iron-carbon alloys not usefully malleable, containing more than 2% by 
weight of carbon and which may contain by weight one or more other 
elements within the following limits: 
- not more than 10% of chromium 
- not more than 6% of manganese 


- not more than 3% of phosphorus 


- not more than 8% of silicon 


a total of not more than 10% of other elements. 

(b) Spiegeleisen 
Iron-carbon alloys containing by weight more than 6% but not more than 
30% of manganese and otherwise conforming to the specification 
at (a) above. 

(c) Ferro-alloys 
Alloys in pigs, blocks, lumps or similar primary forms, in forms obtained 
by continuous casting and also in granular or powder forms, whether or 
not agglomerated, commonly used as an additive in the manufacture of 
other alloys or as de-oxidants, de-sulphurising agents or for similar 
uses in ferrous metallurgy and generally not usefully malleable, 
containing by weight 4% or more of the element iron and one or more of 
the following: 
- more than 10% of chromium 
- more than 30% of manganese 
- more than 3% of phosphorus 


- more than 8% cf silicon 


- a total of more than 10% of other elements, excluding carbon, subject 
to a maximum content of 10% in the case of copper. 


(d) Steel 
Ferrous materials other than those of heading No. 72.03 which (with the 
exception of certain types produced in the form of castings) are usefully 
malleable and which contain by weight 2% or less of carbon. However, 
chromium steels may contain higher proportions of carbon. 


(e) Stainless steel 


Alloy steels containing, by weight, 1.2% or less of carbon and 10.5% or 
more of chromium, with or without other elements. 


(f) Other alloy steel 
Steels not complying with the definition of stainless steel and 
containing by weight one or more of the following elements in the 
proportion shown: 
- 0.3% or more of aluminum 
- 0.0008% or more of boron 


- 0.3% or more of chromium 


- ©.3% or more of cobalt

Products of which less than 90% by weight passes through a sieve with a 
mesh aperture of imm and of which 90% or more by weight passes through a 
sieve with a mesh aperture of 5mm. 


Semi-finished products 


Continuous cast products of solid section, whether or not subjected to 
primary hot-rolling; and 


Other products of solid section, which have not been further worked than 
subjected to primary hot-rolling or roughly shaped by forging, including 
blanks for angles, shapes or sections. 


These products are not presented in coils. 
Flat-rolled products 


Rolled products of solid rectangular (other than square) cross-section, 
which do not conform to the definition at (ij) above in the form of: 


- coils of successively superimposed layers, or 


- straight lengths, which if of a thickness less than 4.75mm are of a 
width measuring at least ten times the thickness or if of a thickness 
of 4.75mm or more are of a width which exceeds 150mm and measures at 
least twice the thickness. 


Flat-rolled products include those with patterns in relief derived 
directly from rolling (for example, grooves, ribs, chequers, tears, 
buttons, lozenges) and those which have been perforated, corrugated or 
polished, provided that they do not thereby assume the character of 
articles or products of other headings.

cross-section along their whole length in the shape of circles, segments 
of circles, ovals, rectangles (including squares), triangles or other 
convex polygons. These products may: 


- have indentations, ribs, grooves or other deformations produced during 
the rolling process (reinforcing bars and rods); 


- be twisted after rolling. 

(n) Angles, shapes and sections 
Products having a uniform solid cross-section along their whole length 
which do not conform to any of the definitions at (ij), (k), (1) or (m) 
above or to the definition of wire. 
Chapter 72 does not include products of heading No. 73.01 or 73.02. 

(o) Wire 
Cold-formed products in coils, of any uniform solid cross-section along 
their whole length, which do not conform to the definition of flat-rolied 
products. 

(p) Hollow drill bars and rods 
Hollow bars and rods of any cross-section, suitable for drills, of which 
the greatest external dimension of the cross-section exceeds 15mm but 
does not exceed 52mm, and of which the greatest internal dimension does 
not exceed one half of the greatest external dimension. Hollow bars and 
rods of iron or steel not conforming to this definition are to be 


classified in heading No. 73.04. 


2. Ferrous metals clad with another ferrous metal are to be classified as 
products of the ferrous metal predominating by weight. 


3. Iron or steel products obtained by electrolytic deposition, by pressure 
casting or by sintering are to be classified, according to their form, their 
composition and their appearance, in the headings of this Chapter appropriate 
to similar hot-rolled products. 

Subheading Notes. 


1. In this Chapter the following expressions have the meanings hereby assigned to 
them: 


(a) Alloy pig iron 
Pig iron containing, by weight, separately or together: 
- more than 0.2% of chromium 
- more than 0.3% of copper 
- more than 0.3% of nickel 


- more than 0.1% of any of the following elements: aluminum, 
molybdenum, titanium, tungsten (wolfram), vanadium.

Alloy steels containing by weight: 
- 0.35% or more but not more than 0.07% of carbon, 
- 0.5% of more but not more than 1.2% of manganese, and 
- 0.6% or more but not more than 2.3% of silicon, but not containing 
any other element in a proportion that would give the steel 


the characteristics of another alloy steel. 


For the classification of ferro-alloys in the subheadings of heading No. 72.02 
the following rule should be observed: 


A ferro-alloy is considered as binary and classified under the relevant 
subheading (if it exists) if only one of the alloy elements exceeds the 
minimum percentage laid down in Chapter Note 1 (c); by analogy, it is 
considered respectively as ternary or quaternary if two or three alloy 
elements exceed the minimum percentage. 


For the application of this rule the unspecified "other elements" referred to 
in Chapter Note 1 (c) must each exceed 10% by weight.

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


The Board received four submissions related to goods covered, in whole 
or in part, by Chapter 73. Two firms, FAG Bearings Limited and UCB Customs 
Brokers Inc., presented briefs bringing to the attention of the Board issues of 
a broad nature, such as the treatment of parts; these issues are dealt with 
in the introduction to this report. Two other submissions, from the Canadian 
Textiles Institute (CTI) and Canadian Timken, Limited, made specific 
suggestions and/or recommendations for changes. 


The CTI expressed concern about the continuation of the MFN Free rate 
for goods at present classified under the following five end use tariff items: 


(1) Struck from Customs Tariff effective May 24, 1985.

Tariff item 43877-1 is a temporary tariff item and, is outside the 
Board's mandate. However, the CTI's concern is drawn to the attention of the 
Minister. Regarding present tariff items 40956-1, 44200-1 and 49220-1, it will 
be noted that these have already been included in the Supplementary Annex at 
Free and, the Board makes no further recommendations. With respect to tariff 
item 84900-1, the Board recommends that it be added to the Supplementary Annex 
with its present wording. 


The submission of Canadian Timken, Limited was, in the main, directed 
towards goods which are the subject of Chapter 84. However, the company 
expressed some concern over the possible increase in duty on "roller bearing 
quality seamless alloy steel tubing” at present classified under tariff item 
44205-1, at an MFN rate of Free. Timken recommended, in the absence of 
specific provisions elsewhere in the proposed Schedule, that a tariff line 
be established under subheading No. 7304.51 (Cold-drawn or cold-rolled steel 
tubes) or 7304.59 (Other tubes of circular cross-section, of other alloy steel) 
to provide for duty free entry. However, present tariff item 44205-1 is 
provided for in the Supplementary Annex and, therefore, imports of the subject 
goods under the HS will continue to enter at a rate of Free, and no action is 
required. 


In order to incorporate the tariff rate revisions arising from the 
implementation of recommendations contained in Tariff Board Reference 159, the 
Board makes the following changes to the draft Schedule:

Goods classified to the above tariff items have, in part, been allocated to 
heading Nos. 73.07, 73.15, 73.18 and 73.20 which include goods covered by the 
expression “parts of general use”. However, the volume of trade allocated to 
each of the HS headings from the present tariff items is insignificant in terms 
of the method used to calculate the rate of duty and, therefore, the Board 
makes no recommendations for change. 


The Board's analysis of Chapter 73 revealed instances where the 
criteria for rate of duty restoration are met and where adjustments to the 
proposed rates are required. With regard to the latter, tariff item 39000-1 
(Castings of iron or steel, in the rough, n.o.p.) has been concorded, in part, 
to tariff line 7325.99.90 with a proposed rate of 9.8%. Calculations based on 
a trade weighted average indicate that the correct MFN rate should be 9.4%, and 
the Board so recommends. 


Goods at present admitted under tariff item 39710-1 (corrugated metal 
culvert pipe, coated or not) at 9.2 pec. would, in the HS, be classified to 
7305.90.20 at 12.22_MEN. This change in tariff treatment would meet the 
criteria established for restoring existing rates. The Board thus recommends 
the insertion of a new tariff line for corrugated steel for metal culverts at 
9.2% as follows:

Canbro also pointed out that copper is produced in Canada in the form 
Or eteinss Nonetheless, in the HS or in Explanatory Notes there is no 
definition of the term "grain" and its classification is not clear. 
Essentially, this product is a course powder of copper. But "grain" is not 
always fine enough to be considered as a powder per se in the HS by reason of 
Note 6(b) to Section XV which specifies that all metal powders are "products of 
which 90% or more by weight" must pass through a sieve “having a mesh aperture 
o£ “1 mn". Where copper grain meets this definition, it would fall under 
heading No. 74.06 respecting powders and flakes; otherwise it would fall under 
heading No. 74.03 covering unwrought copper and copper alloys. For greater 
clarity, the Board recommends(l) that a new statistical Tine; 7403.49 5906105, 
be added under tariff line 7403.19.90 to provide for "grain". 


As a result of the Board's analysis, and pursuant to the Corrigendum 
received for this Chapter, a basic re-structuring of the provision under 
heading Nos. 74.07 and 74.08 is recommended. These revisions are necessary in 
order to bring forward into the HS those existing Customs Tariff provi- 
sions(2) which define copper wire as not exceeding one-half inch (12.7 mm) 
maximum cross-sectional dimension. The effect of the Corrigendum is to intro- 
duce new breakouts based on this 12.7 mm criterion under heading Nos. 74.07 
(Copper bars, rods and profiles) and 74.08 (Copper wire). The revisions made 
to heading Nos. 74.07 and 74.08 of this Chapter also take into account certain 
classification differences between the present system and the HS. Under the 
present tariff, wire can be either “in coils" or “cut to length", whereas, in 
the HS, wire can only be a coiled product.

Consequent to Reference 159, tariff rate adjustments have been 
implemented for tariff items 35200-1, which pertains to various manufactures of 
brass or copper, and 44300-2, which covers apparatus for cooking. The Board 
recommends that the resulting rate changes be incorporated into the Schedule 
for Chapter 74. 


The MFN rate for tariff item 35200-1, which has recently been revised 
from 10.2 p.c. to 10.3 p.ece, pertains to numerous products covered by this 
Chapter.

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


The Board received one submission which expressed a general interest 
in Chapter 75. In its submission Canbro Inc. noted that two subdivisions of 
heading No. 75.04 were not necessary as import volumes of these products were 
not sufficient to warrant separate tariff lines. However, in order to maintain 
current rates of duty, the Board recommends that no change be made to the draft 
Schedule. 


As a result of the Board's review of this Chapter, however, substan- 
tial changes are recommended to heading No. 75.05 "Nickel bars, rods, profiles 
and wire". This revision is necessary in order to carry forward into the HS 
certain existing definitions in the Customs Tariff which pertain to the classi- 
fication of nickel wire and, indirectly, to other nickel or nickel alloy 
products, particularly rode. «! It is noted that in the Customs Tariff 
nickel wire is defined as being "not over 0.50 inch in maximum cross-sectional 
dimension". However, in heading No. 75.05 of the draft Schedule, this existing 
one-half inch (i.e., 12.7 mm) definition is not included. With respect to 
bars, rods and profiles under this heading a corrigendum was issued, intro- 
ducing several additional new subdivisions using the 12.7 mm cross-sectional 
criteria. This corrigendum is the basis for the restructuring of heading No. 
75.05 as presented below. But further changes have also been made respecting 
nickel wire (subheading No. 7505.21) based on the 12.7 mm criterion. The 
amendments indicated also take into account that wire, under existing classi- 
fication, can be “in coils" or “cut to length" whereas under HS classification, 
wire is such only if in coiled form. The Board recommends the following:

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


Submissions concerning this Chapter were received from The Aluminum 
Company of Canada (Alcan), Reynolds Aluminum Company of Canada (Reynolds), 
Canbro Inc. (Canbro) and The Canadian Textiles, Institute (CTI)... As ia resulit fof 
these briefs and the problems respecting conversion to the HS which were 
brought to the Board's attention, a number of changes are recommended to the 
structure of Chapter 76 as received. 


Alcan presented a detailed brief regarding this Chapter in which it 
reviewed several areas of concern resulting from the terminology and 
definitions found in the Section XV Notes covering base metals and articles 
thereof and in the Chapter Notes for Chapter 76. 


This submission expressed concern with Supplementary Note 1 (b) in 
Section XV and which, in the context of Chapter 76, defines the term “unworked" 
in relation to aluminum plates, sheets, strip and foil. Alcan maintained that 
the Note was restrictive in that “unworked" flat-surfaced products could not be 
processed further than “beyond the condition as from the rolling mill ...”. 
Further, it was contended that the application of Note 1 (b) would result in an 
interpretation more restrictive than now applying under the present customs 
treatment, where such operations as levelling, cutting-to-size, edge trimming, 
and slitting do not constitute processes which alter the basic condition of 
aluminum flat products as they emerge from the rolling mill. The Board notes

that the term “unworked” is found in a number of tariff lines in Chapter 76 and 
that ambiguity or interpretational changes relating to this term will signifi- 
cantly impact upon the classification of certain aluminum products. Accord- 
ingly, the Board recommends that the following definition, as Canadian Legal 
Note 1(b), be added to Chapter 76: 


1. In this Chapter the expression "“unworked" means: 


0b )*4When-wireterring "to plates, ‘sheets, strip and, foil, 
products which have not been processed beyond the 
rolling mill except by heat treating, levelling, edge 
trimming, slitting, cutting-to-size, surface cleaning or 
lubricating. 


In the Board's view, this above change would rectify the problems pointed out 
by the company and, as well, would bring classification under the HS more into 
alignment with existing Customs Tariff definitions and administration. 


Alcan also proposed that Supplementary Note l(c) to Section XV, which 
pertains to tubes or pipes, be re-drafted with a view to consistency with Note 
1 (b) as revised. Although classification of these hollow products in Chapter 
76 (heading No. 76.08) is not determined by the use of the term “unworked", to 
reduce possible ambiguity and for consistency the Board recommends also that 
the definition following be introduced as part of a new Canadian Legal Note to 
Chapter 76: 


(c) When referring to tubes or pipes, products which, except 
for heat treating, straightening and cutting-to-length, 
have not been further processed than drawn, extruded or 
seam welded. 


The above changes recommended for the definition of the term 
“unworked", would form part of a special Canadian Legal Note added to the Notes 
for Chapter 76. The existing Supplementary Note found in Section XV would be 
retained and would continue to apply, Chapter 76 excepted, to all other 
Chapters comprising this Section. 


The Alcan submission also addressed certain inconsistencies arising 
from the term “unwrought" as it applies to aluminum (heading No. 76.01) 
compared to somewhat different processes used for other base metals, 
particularly copper. It was noted that “unwrought™ was not defined in the 
Section XV Notes but that in the Explanatory Notes for heading No. 76.01 
certain guidelines pertain, which however, are oriented to methods of copper 
production. Alcan believes that a classification of “unwrought" as it pertains 
to aluminum more specifically is essential, either in a Note to Chapter 76 or 
in a Note to Section XV. The Board concurs and recommends the following 
addition as a further Canadian Legal Note to Chapter 76: 


2. In this Chapter the expression “unwrought™ means forms which may be simply 
cut-to-length for shipping or to make the metal suitable for further 
processing. It also includes scalping or descaling surfaces to prepare 
them for rolling, extrusion or forging.

As a result of further analysis of this Chapter, in conjunction with 
several other problems pointed out by Alcan, it is apparent that there are 
basic and related inconsistencies now pertaining to draft heading Nos. 76.04 
(Aluminum bars, rods and profiles) and 76.05 (Aluminum wire). In the existing 
Customs Tariff, section 2 contains a precise definition of aluminum wire 
whereby this product is "not over 0.50 inch in maximum cross-sectional dimen- 
sion", ‘1 However, in heading No. 76.05 covering aluminum wire no reference 
is made to this one-half inch (12.7 mm) dividing.line. This dimensional 
criterion is also important to the way in which rods are classified in heading 
No. 76.04. There are other differences, moreover, as to the basis of classifi- 
cation used in the present Customs Tariff, compared to the HS, which relate to 
the definition of “wire” versus "rod". Further, there is a more specific 
problem respecting the classification of the product known as "wire rod", and 
some question as to the use of a trade weighted average in deriving certain 
rates shown under heading No. 76.04, 


With regard to heading No. 76.04, corrigenda were issued for this 
Chapter. The re-structuring given below shows recommended changes to this 
heading pursuant to such corrigenda which introduce new sub-divisions based on 
the existing one-half inch or 12.7 mm definition. Other amendments have also 
been made:

The effect of the above changes is to bring forward into heading 
No. 76.04 the present criterion of 12.7 mm which in some instances 
distinguishes “rods” (76.04) from “wire” (76.05).(2) These amendments would 
introduce into heading No. 76.04 the existing rate of 8 p.c. applying to 
certain forms of aluminum "rod" entered under tariff item 40121-2. 


The Board has incorporated further changes into the above revisions. 
According to Alcan and other industry sources, "wire rod" product is always in 
coils. However, the Chapter Notes to Chapter 76 define rods as being “not in 
COLUS >. The above re-structuring deletes those lines in heading No. 76.04 
which cover wire rod, with this product consequently falling more properly 
under heading No. 76.05 as being wire.

Following the above revisions to heading No. 76.04, the changes to 
heading No. 76.05, which are closely related, can be considered. The Board 
recommends similar amendments to introduce, for aluminum wire in this instance, 
the definition now in the present Customs Tariff which limits "wire" to not 
more than one-half inch (12.7 mm) in diameter. The 7 mm diameter specification 
already found in heading No. 76.05 would necessarily be retained as it forms 
part of the HS international convention; however, the rate of 2.1 p.c. would be 
introduced to cover wire of a diameter exceeding 12.7 mm to carry forward the 
rate now applying to such goods under present tariff item 35302-1 with the 
following effect:

Further, Alcan felt unclear as to why “busbars"(2) were individually 
identified for statistical purposes under heading No. 76.16 (Other articles of 
aluminum). It was observed that busbars take numerous forms and could as well 
enter under other preceding headings in Chapter 76 or otherwise under other 
Chapters, e.g., 82 or 83. The Board agrees and recommends, as a minor change, 
that the statistical line, 7616.90.90.20, for busbars be deleted. 


(1) Reflects the recent revision to 10.3 p.c., pursuant to Reference 159, of 
the rate for tariff item 35400-l1. 

(2) Busbars consist of bars/rods used, in buses, as electrical conductors to 
COnNnece circuits. 
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The Board was not able to respond to all of the areas of concern 
indicated by Alcan. The company appears to be correct in pointing out that a 
possible conflict exists between Legal Note l(a) to Chapter 76 compared to the 
Explanatory Notes for heading No. 76.04. The Chapter Notes specify that bars, 
rods or profiles must have a uniform cross-section “along their whole length" 
whereas the Explanatory Notes, based on copper products, appear to permit 
processes which would result in a non-uniform cross-section e.g., drilling, 
notching or crimping ends. As it is not within its mandate to propose changes 
to the Chapter or Explanatory Notes of the HS, the Board brings this problem to 
the Minister's attention. Because the Legal Chapter Notes take precedence, it 
is suggested that the relevant Explanatory Notes be revised to improve 
clarity. 


In this context, the Board's recommended revisions respecting heading 
Nos. 76.04 and 76.05, together with the recommended introduction of new Chapter 
Notes, would resolve most of the problems discussed by Alcan. But the Board 
is unable to adopt in full Alcan's proposals for heading No. 76.04 which 
envisaged the dropping of the terms "unworked" and “worked” and the introduc- 
tion of breakouts based on the phrase "surface treated". That would be a major 
re-structuring not warranted by an apparent inconsistency resulting from 
certain Explanatory Notes. Further, the term “surface treated", is not defined 
in the Customs Tariff. 


Also noted is the company's contention that a classification problem 
existed concerning the term “rectangular” in Chapter Note 1 (d). Alcan 
suggested that a Canadian Legal Note could be added to qualify this term in 
that its uncropped, coiled, aluminum sheet might not be classified as 
“rectangular” but as “other”. The Board has investigated this matter and has 
been informed that the products in question would be determined as rectangular 
despite minor dimensional variation arising from the production process. 
Leaving the ends of aluminum sheet uncropped would thus not alter the basic 
definition of "rectangular". While recognizing Alcan's concern, the Board thus 
did not feel it sufficiently serious to justify the changes required, which 
would probably involve further breakouts under heading No. 76.06. 


In the submission of Reynolds, concerns were expressed regarding 
aluminum foil labels, foil and semi-rigid containers. 


Reynolds' view was that, whereas labels of aluminum foil at present 
arewcimssifited to tariff *item 1790041 tat 1123* pic Sosuch Labels” ar feast’* in 
part would, in Chapter 76, become dutiable at the MFN rate of 10.24, under 
tariff line 7616.90.90. Reynolds considered the decrease in tariff protection 
indicated fof Del “psce; “to “be sienificant: It is noted that aluminum foil 
labels would for the most part be classified in the HS to other Chapters with 
no rate change, e.g., under heading No. 83.10; however, some uncertainty 
appears to exist and some forms of these labels might, as contended, fall under 
Chapter 76. To ensure that similar products receive the same, and unchanged, 
rates of duty, the Board recommends the following additional tariff line under 
heading No. 76.16: 


(1) Explanatory Notes for heading No. 74.07, which apply mutatis mutandis to 
heading No. 76.04, do not make it clear whether certain processes mentioned 
(e.g., drilling, punching, twisting or crimping) cover all products under 
heading No. 76.04 or only "profiles".

Reynolds' submission also contended that aluminum foil (heading 
No. 76.07) when "backed" would necessarily have to be considered as "worked". 
There is thus an anomaly in subheading No. 7607.20 in that "“unworked" foil 
cannot comprise a category under the term "backed". To clarify this ambiguity 
requires some revisions to heading No. 76.07. Furthermore, as a result of 
additional information obtained respecting classification decisions, printed 
aluminum foil, whether or not backed, is classified under tariff item 18100-1 
as being “printed matter, n.o.p." at 12.2 pec. MFN. Changes to the structure 
of heading No. 76.07 require more clarity as to the classification of foil when 
further processed by printing. The Board accordingly recommends’- the 
restructuring of heading No. 76.07 as follows:

In the revisions shown above, the existing rate of 12.2 p.c. applicable to 
aluminum foil, if printed, would be specified whether or not backed; also, the 
somewhat lower rate (9.24) for foil if embossed, would be preserved. A 
condensing of some of the lines shown in the draft Schedule, under subheading 
No. 7607.20, can also be effected with reference to the specific dimensions and 
form given in present tariff item 35306-l. 


(1) Revised recently from 10.2 p.c. pursuant to Reference 159. 
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Reynolds also requested that a separate breakout be made for the 
semi-rigid aluminum containers typically used by food product manufacturers. 
The company felt that “the lack of a proper statistical item for these goods" 
should be addressed. The Board considers this addition to be well justified 
and recommends that a new statistical line be added under heading No. 76.15 
GSee Table: 76.1) 


The submission presented by Canbro dealt also, in part, with 
Chapter 76. Canbro sought a broadening of the categories under heading 
No. 76.03 in order to permit the collection of more complete statistical 
information. That proposal would not involve any change in rates and would be 
more consistent with the Schedule shown in other Chapters respecting metallic 
powders (heading No. 74.06). The Board accordingly recommends a revision to 
heading No. 76.03 which would introduce new statistical break-outs (See Table 
howl 


Canbro also noted that it, and other Canadian manufacturers, produce 
aluminum in the form of “grain”. However, this term is not defined in the 
draft Schedule nor in the Explanatory Notes. Therefore, some ambiguity arises 
as to how aluminum grain would be classified. This product is best described 
as a coarse powder of aluminum alloy, but it is frequently not sufficiently 
fine to be considered as a powder as so defined in the HS. Specifically, grain 
would usually not meet the criteria set forth in Note 6(b) to Section XV which 
states that metal powders are “products of which 90% or more by weight passes 
through a sieve having a mesh aperture of 1 mm”. Because of its coarseness, 
aluminum grain would for the most part thus be classified as “unwrought 
aluminum" under heading No. 76.01 and, to clarify tariff treatment, the Board 
considered it desirable to add a tariff line specifying “grain” under this 
heading at the present rate of 10.3 p.c. MFN. To the extent that aluminum 
grain meets the definition of powder it would be classified under heading 
No. 76.03. The Board's recommendation is set forth below:

The remaining submission dealing with this Chapter, that of the 
Canadian Textiles Institute, was concerned with certain present tariff items 
which are concorded to 7616.90.90.30 "wire cloth, screening or _ screen 
products’. With reference to tariff items 43877-1, 44200-1, 49220-1, 69605-1 
and 84900-1, the Institute felt that goods now entering under these tariff 
items would lose their duty free status unless provisions were made in the 
Annex. The Board notes that four of the above existing items(l) are either 
in the Annex as received or will be provided for in the revised Annex with 


(1) Tariff item 43877-1 is a temporary item; these items are not included in 
the mandate of Reference 163. 
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their concessionary rates. The Institute indicated a further concern with 
respect to aluminum rod under present tariff item 35415-1 (aluminum alloy wire 
»». for use in the manufacture of wire ...). This is a temporary item and its 
extension or permanent status in the Customs Tariff is not within the Board's 
mandate. The Institute's request that the free rate under tariff item 35415-1 
be preserved is, however, brought to the attention of the Minister. 


By recent rate revisions, implemented pursuant to Reference 159, the 
MFN rates pertaining to two present tariff items concorded to Chapter 76 were 
increased slightly. The rate for tariff item 28900-1 was adjusted from 11.3 
pec. to 11.4 p.c. and that for tariff item 35400-1 was revised from 10.2 p.c. 
to 10.3 pec. The Board recommends that the following tariff lines in Chapter 
76 be changed accordingly where they have not already been revised. With one 
exception all of the following changes relate to tariff item 35400-1:

ALUMINUM AND ARTICLES THEREOF

In this Chapter the following expressions have the meanings hereby assigned to them:

Bars and rods 


Rolled, extruded, drawn or forged products, not in coils, which have a uniform 
solid cross-section along their whole length in the shape of circles, ovals, 
rectangles (including squares), equilateral triangles or regular convex polygons 
(including "flattened circles" and "modified rectangles", of which two opposite 
sides are convex arcs, the other two sides being straight, of equal length and 
parallel).

The 
thickness of such products which have a rectangular (including "modified 
rectangular") cross-section exceeds one-tenth of the width.The expression also 
covers cast or sintered products, of the same forms and dimensions, which have 
been subsequently worked after production (otherwise than by simple trimming or 
de-scaling), orovided that they have not thereby assumed the character of 
articles or products of other headings. 


Profiles 


Rolled, extruded, drawan forged or formed products, coiled or not, of a uniform 
cross-section along their whole length, which do not conform to any of the 
definitions of bars, rods, wire, plates, sheets, strip, foil, tubes or pipes. The 
expression also covers cast or sintered products, of the same forms, which have 
been subsequently worked after production (otherwise than by simple trimming or 
de-scaling), provided that they have not thereby assumed the character of 
articles or products of other headings. 


Wire 


Rolled, extruded or drawn products, in coils, which have a uniform solid 
cross-section along their whole length in the shape of circles, ovals, rectangles 
(including squares), equilateral triangles or regular convex polygons (including 
"Flattened circles" and "modified rectangles", of which two opposite sides are 
convex arcs, the other two sides being straight, of equal length and parallel). 
Products with a rectangular (including square), triangular or polygonal 
cross-section may have corners rounded along their whole length. The thickness of 
such products which have a rectangular (including "modified rectangular") 
cross-section exceeds one-tenth of the width. 


Plates, sheets, strip and foil 


Flat-surfaced products (other than the unwrought products of heading No. 76.01), 
coiled or not, of solid rectangular (other than square) cross-section with or 
without rounded corners (including "modified rectangles" of which two opposite 
sides are convex arcs, the other two sides being straight, of equal length and 
parallel) of a uniform thickness, which are:

- of rectangular (including square) shape with a thickness, not exceeding

Heading Nos. 76.06 and 76.07 apply, inter alia, to plates, sheets, strip and 
foil with patterns (for example, grooves, ribs, chequers, tears, buttons, 
lozenges) and to such products which have been perforated, corrugated, polished 
or coated, provided that they do not thereby assume the character of articles or 
products of other headings. 


Tubes and pipes 


Hollow products, coiled or not, which have a uniform cross-section with only one 
enclosed void along their whole length in the shape of circles, ovals, rectangles 
(including squares), equilateral triangles or regular convex polygons, and which 
have a uniform wall thickness. Products with a rectangular (including square), 
equilateral triangular or regular convex polygonal cross-section, which may have 
corners rounded along their whole length, are also to be considered as tubes and 
pipes provided the inner and outer cross-sections are concentric and have the 
same form and orientation. Tubes and pipes of the foregoing cross-sections may be 
polished, coated, bent, threaded, drilled, waisted, expanded, cone-shaped or 
fitted with flanges, collars or rings. 


Subheading Legal Note.

In this Chapter the expression "unwrought" means forms which may be _ simply 
cut-to-length for shipping or to make the metal suitable for further processing. It 
also includes scalping or descaling surfaces to prepare them for rolling, extrusion or 
forging.

straight, of equal length and parallel). Products with a rectangular

BaeLhemBoardus Analysis and Recommendations 


Only one submission received by the Board, that of Canbro Inc., made 
mention of Chapter 78. However, it did not request any changes in nomen- 
clature or rates of duty regarding the provisions of this Chapter. 


The Board's analysis revealed one instance in Chapter 78 where the 
proposed rate of duty would constitute a change exceeding 2.5 percentage 
points, and would involve trade in excess of $100,000 for the base period 
1980-82, making up at least 1 per cent of total imports under the present 
tariff item of the Customs Tariff. Thus imports of “Lead, manufactures of, 
.O.p. , dutiable at 10.2 pic. MPN, under tariff item 33900-1 have. been 
allocated in part to subheading No. 7801.10 “Refined lead" under heading 
No. 78.01 "“Unwrought lead", with an MFN rate of Free. Clearly, there are 
products of lead which are "manufactures for the purpose of the Customs Tariff” 
and which are “unwrought" under the HS. Lead shot of 7801.10.00.10 is such a 
product. There are others such as "cakes" and “continuous cast sticks" coming 
under 7801.10.00.90. However, the bulk of the trade allocated to this line

is both unmanufactured and unwrought lead in pig and block, currently 
classified under tariff item 33700-1, (MFN Free). Since the primary forms of 
refined lead, entering free of duty, are specifically named while those 
dutiable as manufactures of lead, including "shot", are at present covered by a 
n.O.p. provision and are not readily identifiable, it is deemed advisable to 
specify the free goods in a new tariff line 7801.10.10 “pig and block” at Free 
MFN, and shot and other forms of unwrought lead in tariff line 7801.10.90 
"Other" with an MFN rate of 10.2%. The Board so recommends.

Be ulhe Boards Analysis and Recommendations 


The Board received one submission, from Canbro Inc., expressing an 
interest in the definition of zinc dust. Zinc dust is defined in Subheading 
Note l(c) to Chapter 79 as being “obtained by condensation of zinc vapour”. 
Canbro claims that it is theoretically possible to produce other base metal 
dusts by the same method, and therefore argues that the definition should be 
in a note to Section XV, with more general applicability to all Chapters in 
this Section, along with Note 6(b) for “powders”. The Board finds that the 
condensation process is a possibility, for some, but not all, base metals, and 
therefore the definition of dust should be taken up in Chapter Notes whenever 
relevant.

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The Board's analysis has revealed one error in the proposed Schedule 
that should be remedied. Tariff line 7904.00.20 with an MFN rate of 10.2%, is 
derived from tariff items 34600-1 and 40122-1 (at 10.2 p.c.), and 40121-2 (at 
8 p.ec.).- The application of the trade majority method would result in a rate 
of 8%, from item 40121-2, while a trade weighted average would give a rate of 
8.9%, both substantially different from the proposed 10.24. The Board 
recommends that a separate tariff line for wire, 7904.00.22, at 8% MFN, as 
currently applied to 40121-2, be provided while leaving the rest of 7904.00.20 
at 10.22, as set out below.

There was one instance, however, where the proposed HS rate, as 
revealed by the Board's analysis of this Chapter, appears to have been in 
error. For proposed “‘tarifit “line “(S003.00e820, ("Bans: latidaterods Semor 
tin-lead-antimony alloys or phosphor-tin alloys", the tariff rate was set at 
6.8%. This, is the rate.applicable to tariff item 34100-1 “Babbittsmetal)...” 
(a tin-leadantimony alloy) even though imports under this tarift item account 
for a minority of the total trade allocated to the new tariff line. The 
preponderance of trade was accounted for by imports under item 3420-1 
"Phosphor tin", which has an MFN rate of 5.5 p.c. It appears that the choice 
of the higher rate was based upon a consistency of tariff treatment for other 
tin-lead-antimony products elsewhere in this Chapter under tariff lines 
8001.20.20 and 8004.00.10. 


One solution would be to change the MFN rate for tariff line 
8003.00.20 to 5.54 in accordance with the preponderance of trade method, but 
that would be inconsistent with the tariff treatment of tin-lead-antimony 
products elsewhere. Alternatively, one could change the two statistical lines 
8003.00.20.10 (Bars and rods of tin-lead-antimony alloys), and 8003.00.20.20 
(Bars and rods of phosphor-tin alloys) into two tariff lines with MFN rates of 
6.8% and 5.54 respectively. The latter would maintain consistent tariff 
treatment for tin-lead-antimony alloys and for phosphor-tin alloys. The same 
changes would be necessary for 8004.00.10.10 and 8004.00.10.20. The Board 
favours this approach and so recommends.

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


The Board received only one submission which referred to goods 
covered by Chapter 81. Ontario Hydro contended that the MFN rate for 
zirconium tubing should be reduced to its preconversion rate of 10 p.c. These 
goods currently enter under temporary item 34731-1(1) “seamless tubing, less 
than two inches in outer diameter, of zirconium or zirconium alloys ..." at 
10 p.c. MFN. The draft Schedule MFN rate of 10.2% was determined as a result 
of a preponderance of trade for tariff item 71100-1. Since temporary items 
were not included in the calculations to determine the proposed rates; there- 
fore the rate of 10.2% has been properly calculated.

Be. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


Only one brief, from the Aluminum Company of Canada Limited (Alcan), 


was received by the Board for Chapter 82. 


* Indicates that goods under the present tariff item are classified only to 
this Chapter. 


Alcan noted that the MFN rate for tariff item 35400-1 was adjusted 
from 10.2 p.c. to 10.3 pec. as a result of the implementation of a recommen- 
dation in the Board's report on Reference 159. Alcan requested that the 
proposed Schedule be changed accordingly. Analysis indicates, however, that 
goods imported under this tariff item were not of sufficient volume to affect a 
change to the rate of duty of any tariff subdivision of this Chapter. 
Therefore, the Board recommends no change. 


Analysis also revealed that there were no rate changes in this Chapter 
which met the Board's criteria for restoration of current rates. The Board's 
recommendations for nomenclature changes are included in Table 82.1.

TOOLS, IMPLEMENTS, CUTLERY, SPOONS 
AND FORKS, OF BASE METAL; PARTS THEREOF 
OF BASE METAL 


Notes.

Apart from blow lamps, portable forges, grinding wheels with frameworks, 
manicure or pedicure sets, and goods of heading No. 82.09, this Chapter covers 


only articles with a blade, working edge, working surface or other working 
part of: 


(a) Base metal; 
(b) Metal carbides or cermets; 


(c) Precious or semi-precious stones (natural, synthetic or reconstructed) on 
a support of base metal, meta) carbide or cermet; or 


(d) Abrasive materials on a support of base metal, provided that the articles 
have cutting teeth, flutes, grooves, or the like, of base metal, which 
retain their identity and function after the application of the abrasive. 


Parts of base metal of the articles of this Chapter are to be classified with 
the articles of which they are parts, except parts separately specified as 
such and tool-holders for hand tools (heading No. 84.66). However, parts of 
general use as defined in Note 2 to Section XV are in all cases excluded from 
this Chapter. 


Heads, blades or cutting plates for electric shavers or electric hair 
clippers are to be classified in heading No. 85.10. 


Sets consisting of one or more knives of heading No. 82.11 and at least an 
equal number of articles of heading No. 82.15 are to be classified in heading 
No. 827.5151.

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


The only representation made to the Board respecting Chapter 83 was in 
the brief submitted by Alcan. As in regard to Chapter 82, Alcan claimed that 
the upward adjustment in the MFN rate for tariff item 35400-1 from 10.2 p.c. to 
10.3 p.c., resulting from the implementation of the Board's recommendation in 
Reference 159, should be incorporated in Chapter 83. As discussed below, this 
change, and others respecting Reference 159, are shown in the revised rate 
schedule recommended by the Board. 


The Board's analysis revealed that there were three rate changes in 
this Chapter which met the Board's criteria for restoration of the current 
tariff rates. Parts of coffins and caskets valued at $4.9 million, covered by 
tariff item 51400-1 and dutiable at 15 p.c. MFN, would be classifiable in part 
under tariff line 8302.49.00, namely 8302.49.00.40, at 10.2% MEN. Frames, 
clasps and fasteners in the amount of $4.6 million allocated to tariff line 
8308.90.00, with a proposed rate of 11.1% MFN, are currently classified under 
tariff item 45400-1 when used in the manufacture of purses, chatelaine bags and 
reticules at 8 p.c. MFN. Further, $441,000 of imports under tariff item 
45500-1 “Locks for use in ... portfolios, luggage ... frames and fittings 
therefor, wholly of metal, for use in the manufacture of gladstone bags", 
dutiable at 4 p.c. MFN, were allocated to tariff line 8308.90.90, with an MFN 
rate of 11.1%, as well. 


It is recommended that an additional tariff line, 8302.49.10, be 
established in the proposed Schedule for "fittings for coffins” with the 
current MFN rate of 154. For goods which would be dutiable at 11.1% under 
tariff line 8308.90.90 but which are currently dutiable at 8 p.c. under tariff 
item 45400-1, the inclusion of the latter in the Supplementary Annex assures 
the lower rate when the goods in question are imported for the manufacture of 
purses, chatelaine bags and reticules. With respect to metal frames and 
fittings for use in the manufacture of gladstone bags, it is recommended that a 
separate tariff line (8308.90.10) be provided at the current rate of 4%. 
Locks, which constitutes the bulk of imports under tariff item 45400-1, have 
been specifically provided for under tariff line 8301.40.10 at the same rate 
applicable at present. The recommended changes are presented below:
